N 1736, Colonel William Fairfax se- 

lected the finest piece of high ground 
on his Potomac River estate as a site for 
the manor house which he intended to 
name “Belvoir” in honor of his ancestral 
home in England. Soon masons, carpen- 
ters and smiths, many imported from 
England for the purpose, were busy con- 
structing the residence from selected 
stone and brick which had been brought 
from England as ship’s ballast. The im- 
pressive structure which rose as a re- 
sult of these labors soon became the 
fountain head of local culture and 
served as a meeting place for the 
gentry from surrounding estates and 
plantations such as Mount Vernon. It 
was at Belvoir that Lawrence Wash- 
ington of Mount Vernon found his bride, 
Anne Fairfax, daughter of the colonel. 
And it was at Belvoir that fifteen-year- 
old George Washington, Lawrence’s 
younger half-brother, began the friend- 
ship with George William Fairfax which 
caused him to spend much time in the 
extensive Belvoir library, reading history, 
economics, religion and philosophy. His- 





torians regard this formative period of | 


Washington’s life as of great importance 


in forming the character of young Wash- | 
ington. It was prophetic that Washing- | 


ton’s first employment was as a surveyor 
for Lord Thomas Fairfax, who engaged 
him to survey tracts of land on what is 
now the Fort Belvoir reservation, home 
of the Corps of Engineers. However, it 
was not until 1912, 164 years after Wash- 
ington first surveyed the area, that the 
Corps of Engineers established “Camp 
Belvoir” on a 1,500-acre tract which was 
part of the original Belvoir estate. The 
Engineer School, which had grown from 
early roots in 1778, was moved to the Bel- 
voir reservation in 1919 and grew steadily 
through two World Wars until it was ca- 
able of training 5,000 officers, 20,000 offi- 
cer candidates and 9,000 enlisted special- 
ists annually during World War II. 
Today the principal missions of The 
Engineer Center are training and re- 
Search, Four major units, The Engineer 
School, The Engineer Replacement Train- 
ing Center, The Engineer Officer Candi- 
date School and The Engineer Research

The belief at the Pentagon is that this 
legislation “has contributed more to the 
morale and welfare of military personnel 
than any other single measure pertaining 
to housing that has been adopted by the 
Congress.” 


| Budget Bureau Cold 
To SecDef’s Pay Plea 


| Defense Secretary Charles E. Wilson, 

in a showdown action, has taken the plea 
for a cost-of-living miiltary pay adjust- 
ment to the White House. 

The President’s reception was reported 
to be unenthusiastic. Consequently, 
chances for a pay boost for the 3.5 mil- 
lion men and women in uniform now 
must be regarded as bleak. 

Understandably, Washington officials 
are reluctant to discuss details of the 
touchy pay situation which affects mem- 
bers of the Army, Navy, Air Force, Ma- 
rine Corps, Coast Guard, Coast and 
Geodetic Survey and U. S. Public Health 
Service and their families. 

THE JOURNAL, however, has been able 
| to ascertain the following developments: 

Concerned because the Pentagon had 
not heard from the Bureau of the Budget 
since mid-May on a request for the Ad- 
ministration’s position on a pending bill 
which would tie military pay to the Cost- 
of-Living Index, Secretary Wilson went 
to see the President. 

Mr. Wilson told the President that the 
Defense Department has studied “escala- 
tor” pay legislation and also a flat § per 
cent pay increase which had been rec- 
ommended by the Truman Administra- 
tion in a “last moment” (19 Jan.) action. 

On the basis of his experience in indus- 
try, Secretary Wilson undoubtedly leans 
more toward the “escalator” provision, 
although there is strong support at the 
Pentagon for the 8 per cent raise across 
the board. 

During his meeting with the Chief Ex- 
ecutive, the Defense Secretary said that 
either the “escalator” legislation or the 
8 per cent increase would cost about the 
same—roughly $500 million. 

Then the Bureau of the Budget, after 
a long delay during which Defense offi- 
cials were totally without guidance, 
finally swung into action, but in a curious 
way. 

Normally, the BOB advises Govern- 
ment Departments that a particular pro- 
posal or piece of legislation either is 
or is not in accord with the Administra- 
tion’s program, or else the BOB suggests

Mr. Wilson, Joined By Asst. SecDef 
Thomas at Weekly Press Confer- 
ence, Tells Role of Supply and 


Logistics 


Organization In 


The 


New Pentagon Set-Up. 


(Last week, Defense Secretary Charles 
E. Wilson began a series of weekly press 
conferences aimed at informing the 
American public about the new organiza- 
tion he is putting into effect in the De- 
fense Department. He first reported on 
Research and Development and the text 
of his prepared remarks were published 
in THE JOURNAL of 10 Oct. Herewith is his 
statement on Supply and Logistics). 


T should be realized that our four mili- 

tary services have had forced upon them 
in the past few years an expansion of their 
supply and logistic organizations that has 
had no parallel in history. 

In 1935, the total appropriation of all the 
services was only 590 million dollars. From 
1942 to 1945, these same services had appro- 
priated to them, and spent, approximately 
300 billion dollars or over 500 times their 
1935 expenditure. 


The military systems were not or- 
ganized to absorb such an expansion; 
neither could they plan their require- 
ments properly or expend efficiently that 
large a sum in that short a time. 

It was, therefore, inevitable that having 
spent 300 billion dollars in such a short time 
there were bound to be surpluses and ex- 
cesses at the end of the war. 

It should also be remembered that after 
World War II the demand was made for an 
immediate demobilization—the large ma- 
jority, especially of those trained in the sup- 
ply and logistic matters, were separated 
from the services—the defense program was 
then heavily cut. 

No sooner had that been done than then 
came Korea and another 150 billion dollars 
was pumped back into the supply system— 
and it again became a race to spend money, 
and because of our unpreparedness, the 
Same mistakes had to be made all over again. 

It is now recognized that our services 
are not only the largest business in the 
world but are going to continue to be 
large. The present Office of the Secre- 
tary of Defense is now in the process of 
doing the following: 

(1) CORRECTING THE MISTAKES which 
have already been made, and (2) DEVELOP- 
ING MODERN SUPPLY, fiscal and account- 


ing systems which will prevent, insofar as 
possible, a recurrence of those mistakes and 
which will in the future assure an efficient 


operation of the military services. 

Cc. S. THOMAS HAS BEEN APPOINTED 
Assistant Secretary of Defense (Supply and 
Logistics) to develop and coordinate, from 
a central source, Department of Defense 
policy and procedures in the broad fields of 
procurement, production, distribution, trans- 
portation, storage, cataloging, requirements 
and mobilization planning. Attached is a pre- 
liminary schematic layout of Mr. Thomas’ 
organization that will help him deal with 
these matters, and a brief description of the 
areas in which each of the organizational 
subdivisions wiil work. 

Requirements Review and Analysis 

A constructive review and analysis 
original requirements. (In other words, it 
gains nothing to buy well if you buy the 
wrong thing). 

Mobilization Planning and Statistics 

The development of an effective industrial 
mobilization plan whereby individual com- 
panies will be allocated specific defense pro- 
duction items upon the commencement of 
hostilities. (This would result in the imme- 
diate conversion to wartime production). 
Purchasing and Contracting 

Develop, in coordination with the military 
departments, uniform purchasing and con- 
tracting policies and procedures. (These are 
issued in the form of the Armed Services 
Procurement Regulations and are coordi- 
nated, insofar as possible, with industry). 


Production and Schedules 

Keeping informed on the production capa- 
bilities of the economy in order to evaluate 
the feasibility of production programs. Also 
to maintain an overall check on actual pro- 
duction against delivery schedules. 
Petroleum Logistics 

Responsible for the formulation and rec- 
ommendation of petroleum policies and de 
termination and assurance of adequate pe- 
troleum production, refining and distribution 
capacity to meet the Department of Defense 
requirements in case of war. 
Storage, Distribution and Disposal 

The development of the most modern stor- 
age and distribution systems. Also the de- 
velopment of an effective program to dispose

of present obsolete and surplus materials. 
(The best qualified people in industry will 
be recruited to develop this latter program). 
Cataloging 

To develop a standard Federal catalog for 
the identifying, screening and purifying of 
some four million service items. (It is esti- 
mated when these are finally screened they 
will be reduced to between 1,500,000 and 2,- 
000,000. This will result in lower inventories, 
interchangeability between the services and 
a greater turnover of the items). 
Standardization 

To develop policies and plans for stand- 
ardization of materials insofar as possible 
by means of single specifications and the 
elimination of overlapping and duplicating 
items specifications. 
Inspection 

To standardize inspection of manufactur- 
ing activities whereby one service will be 
responsible for all inspection rather than in- 
spectors from all of the services. 
Transportation 


To develop efficient and 
transportation policies. (The services spend

approximately 
transportation). 
Communications 
To develop the most effective policies and 
procedures covering communication services. 


Advisory Service (Small Business) 

To develop policies and procedures to as- 
sure that small business receives its proper 
share of procurement contracted for by the 
Department of Defense. 

The responsibilities of the Assistant Sec- 
retary of Defense (Supply & Logistics) are 
to a very large extent the same as those 
which were assigned to the old Munitions 
Board. On June 30, 1952, the Munitions 
Board had on its payroll 637 people. On Jan- 
uary 31, 1953, there were 539 people en- 
gaged in these activities. This number has 
row been reduced to 257 people, and by 
careful organization and closer scrutiny of 
the work it is hoped that further substantial 
reductions in force will still be made.

Gen. Mudgett Gets DSM 


The Distinguished Service Medal has 
been awarded to Maj. Gen. Gilman C. 
Mudgett for his service in the Far East 
Command since 1951. He will become 
Chief of Army Information. 

The award, presented by General Mark 
Clark, Far East Commander, cited Gen- 
eral Mudgett for “exceptionally meritori- 
ous service in positions of great respon- 
sibility” which included his assignment 
as Operations Officer of the Eighth Army 
for 14 months in 1951-52 and in a similar 





post with the Far East and United Na- 
tions Commands since May 1952. 





Housing and Recreational Facilities 
Needed Overseas, Senators Report: 


A Senate Armed Services subcommit- 
tee, home after a five-week tour of mili- 
tary bases in England, the Mediterranean 
area and other parts of Europe, reported 
this week that despite “many mistakes” 
and a large waste of money in some in- 
stances, our overseas base program has 
been a success. 

The group found the morale of officers 
and men unusually high despite many 
“physical discomforts,” but recommended 
better housing and recreational facilities 
for troops and their families at spot 
areas in the defense program. 

The subcommittee, 
Senator Francis Case (R-S. D.), added 
that a position of “formidable strength” 
has been attained which is correcting the 
“imbalance in world power” created by 
the demobilization of Germany and 
Japan. 

The three-man group asserted that no 
aggressor could attack now without be- 
ing beaten or at least punished to a point 
where continued attack would be un- 
feasible. 

The group, which included also Sena- 
tors James H. Duff (R-Pa.), and John C. 
Stennis (D-Miss.), was accompanied by 
its clerk, William H. Darden, and by Col. 
E. V. N. Schuyler, of Installations, USAF, 
and Lt. Col. E. N. Hathaway, of Legisla- 
tive Liaison, USA. 

Admitting that mistakes have been 
made in the construction program, the 
subcommittee reported that “the wonder 
is that more mistakes have not been 
made.” It added: 

“Our overseas base program is much 
greater than is realized at home. Saying that 
we have landing fields from England to 
Turkey, or from Alaska to Greenland, does 
not tell the story. A mere landing strip for 
a conventional airplane is not an operating 
base for jet-propelled airplanes. 

“Jet planes require longer runways with 
heavier pavings. Their high landing speeds 
will not tolerate bumps and cracks, Control 
towers are needed to handle traffic and to 
guide homing planes in murky weather. The 
mental wizards and physical geniuses who 
fly the superspeed jets are entirely too 
precious to waste in crackups. The loss of a 
single jewel-precisioned modern jet fighter- 
bomber would cost more dollars to taxpay- 
ers than repaving a poor runway many 
times over. 

‘“‘And when the Government has put 5, 
and more likely 10, years into training a 
man who can be pilot, navigator, or bom- 
bardier, it does not pay to house him in 
facilities which cause his family to urge him 
not to reenlist or to resign his commission. 
So, while a good runway may be the first 
thing and side aprons and control towers 
and maintenance shops and safe fuel stor- 
age and refueling facilties are musts in war- 
time, decent living quarters and good hospi- 
tals and adequate recreational facilities are 

essentials if we are to maintain an alert, ef-

fective Air Force in time of peace at home | 
and in bases overseas. | 
“‘These things have to be kept in mind in | 
measuring whether a good construction job | 
is being done.”’ 
Every effort should be made, the sub- | 
committee recommended, to encourage | 
“host countries” to devote grants of | 
United States aid and their local “coun- 
terpart funds” to build housing and to | 
permit United States forces to occupy it 
as Army housing, thereby saving on quar- 
ters and station living allowances. Sev- 


eral instances where such a policy has 


resulted in great savings were cited: 

“In Germany, housing for the families of | 
United States personnel has been built by 
German deutschemarks to the extent that | 
$100 million is being saved the United States 
Treasury in quarters and allowances that 
would otherwise be payable. The Germans, 
who will inherit the housing when our troops 
have gone, regard this as good business. 

“At Salzburg, a plan is under considera- 
tion to rent a housing project and operate 
it as ‘army housing.’ The lump-sum rental 
is considerably less than the gross liabilities 
for quarters allowances. 

“In France, the subcommittee witnessed 
the start of two housing projects where the | 
United States is to guarantee 95 per cent | 
occupancy for 5 years. This plan avoids | 
capital investment for the United States, but 
leaves the Treasury liable for payment of | 
the quarters and station allowances which 
will be paid in rentals by the individuals 
concerned. } 

“The obvious fiscal benefits where quar- | 
ters can be supplied as ‘army housing’ sug- | 
gest further exploration of such plans. 
Quarters and living allowances are esti- 
mated to account for $800 million of the Na- 
tion’s annual expenditures.’’ 

The subcommittee recommended that 
regulations be revised to permit the use 
of Government equipment and left-over 
building material by volunteer labor to | 
improve and provide new recreational | 
facilities. 

In North Africa, the group saw a par- 
tially dug swimming hole that had been 
abandoned because “regulations” forbade 
the use of Government equipment. Yet, 
the subcommittee pointed out, the trucks 
and dirt-moving equipment in our bases 
in French Morocco are owned by this 
country and loaned to the contractor. 

Statistics show, the report went on, 
better morale, fewer disciplinary trou- 
bles, higher enlistment, and lower vene- 
real disease rates where suitable recrea- 
tional facilities exist. 

In another recommendation, the Sena- | 
tors suggested that consideration should | 
be given to consolidating “commands” | 
and reducing thereby the need for more | 
“headquarters” building. Elaborating on | 
this point, the report said: 

“Every ‘briefing’ brought forth charts 
designed to show chains of command; most |

Order Will Promote 
Hundreds of Medics 


The Defense Department this week jg. 
sued a directive which will result in pro. 
motion “at the earliest practicable date” 
of hundreds of medical and dental officers 
of the Army, Navy and Air Force—some 
of them by two ranks. 

The Defense Department has laid down 
policy guidance for implementation of the 
Doctors Draft Act and related laws. 

A major provision states that profes. 
sional credit towards determination of 
rank will be given for the time that a 
doctor or dentist is in a deferred status, 
Heretofore, such time did not count. 

Consequently, to insure equitable treat. 
ment for those now on active duty, the 
directive provides for readjustment in 
ranks. 

Army officials told THE JOURNAL that a 
tentative study shows the action will re- 
sult in promotion of 669 doctors and 1% 
dentists from first lieutenant to captain; 
15 doctors and 20 dentists to major and 
1 doctor and 1 dentist to lieutenant colo- 
nel. 

Additionally, the recalculation of pro- 
fessional experience will result in ad. 
vancement from captain to lieutenant 
colonel of nine dental officers. 

Here is the text of the section from the 
official Defense Department directive re. 
lating to determination of rank: 

Determination of rank 

1. Upon determination by the service con- 
cerned that they are qualified for commis- 
sion, special registrants will be appointed in 
grades as follows based upon the number 
of years spent in appropriate professional 
activities subsequent to graduation from 
medical, dental or veterinary school, and 
prior to date of appointment.

Defense Sec’y Wilson Gives 


Views On Commissaries 


Defense Secretary Charles E. Wilson 
gave public indication this week that he 
will go easy, as was forecast in last 
week’s issue of THE JOURNAL, in ordering 
Service commissaries shut down. 

Mr. Wilson declared at a press con- 
ference that he will make sure that mili- 
tary personnel are not “victimized.” He 
pointed out to reporters that those in 
Service are not as free to shop for best 
values as are civilians. 

The fact that Mr. Wilson expressed this 
concern shows he has been briefed, at 
least in a preliminary fashion, on the 
commissary situation. 

Because of the widespread interest in 
his remarks THE JOURNAL publishes 
herewith the verbatim remarks of the 
Defense Secretary at the Pentagon press 
conference: 

Tue Press: ‘‘Mr. Wilson, some weeks ago 
Mr. Talbott suggested that the Air Force 
might ask Defense to ask Congress to give 
a little stronger backing and possibly put 
back some of the commissary and other 
fringe benefits. Is there any concerted joint 
program in Defense for that coming up?”’ 

SECRETARY WILSON: ‘“‘We are trying to do 
the best we can with that problem of fringe 
benefits, and we have some definite rules 
and Congress has given us some instructions 
on what we have to do and we are trying to 
carry them out intelligently and for every- 
body’s benefit.”’ 

THE Press: ‘‘Would there be any trying 
to ask back some of the things that have 
been cut back or at least to assure those that 
haven't yet been trimmed away?”’ 

SECRETARY WILSON: “‘Well, they are prac- 
tical, realistic problems. Where Congress got 
into it, there was some criticism at times in 
some categories that we were selling things 
below cost and that people that were de- 
pendents, and then how far down that de- 
pendent road did you go that could buy these 
things below cost. Then some of the local 
merchants put on quite a push at places 
where they claimed we are running stores 
and undercutting them, and so forth, so there 
is a funny kind of combination of problems. 

“Where we think the people in the military 
service are able to buy at fair prices, like 
the rest of you and can have easy access to 
stores, like most of you can, then we don’t 
think we should be in the commissary busi- 
ness: but by being in military activities they 
have their activities somewhat restricted. 
They are not quite as free as you men are 
to go every place—live where you want or 
shop where you want and do it when you 
please. 

“So that if we have them in localities where 
they can be victimized by the people and 
excess prices charged for stuff, then we think 
maybe we ought to run our own commissary 
and see that they get fair prices, or if the 
distances are so great that they can’t get 
their washing done, or they can’t get the 
right kind of food and buy clothes properly, 
then we think in those kind of isolated places 
we should run a store, a commissary for the 
people, and it is this borderline business that 
—for instance, we don’t think we need to 
fun stores here in the Pentagon under the 
Defense Department's activities to try to sup- 
ply things for people. 

“It is too easy to shop in Washington: but 
we do want to make sure that all of our 
people in the military establishments have 
the same opportunity that you people have 
to buy at right prices. Did I clarify it at all 
for you?”’ 

THE Press: ‘‘I just have one question there. 
Then you don’t consider that the privilege 
of buying things cheaper is per se a part of 
the military salary ?’’ 

SecreTaRY WILSON: ‘‘Not necessarily, no. 

. That is the Congress opinion, too, you 
see. I am just reflecting what the legal offi- 
cial position is.’’ 





Tripartite Clothing Parley 


A joint conference between United 
States and Canadian experts on military 
textiles and clothing was held last week 
at the Office of the Army Quartermaster 
General in Washington, D. C. 

The five-day meeting, held under the 
auspices of the Tripartite Standardiza- 
tion Program, charted lines of future 
Study on military clothing and equip- 
ment.

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Air Force Unveils Temp. Promotion 
Regulation With New Attrition Feature 


(Full Text of Regulation—Page 204) 


The Air Force this week unveiled its 
new temporary promotion regulation for 
all officers on active duty—Regulars and 
non-Regulars alike—which has been de- 
signed to (1) assure adequate promotion 
opportunities for those “qualified beyond 
doubt”; (2) permit sufficient out-of-turn 
advancements for those “exceptionally 
well qualified” to encourage initiative; 
and (3) to provide a means for eliminat- 
ing certain “marginal” personnel to safe- 
guard vitality of the officer structure. 

The regulation is 26 pages long in draft 
form. 

Its release comes at a time when Air 
Force officers anxiously are awaiting 
quotas from USAF Headquarters as to 
the numbers of officers who will be pro- 
moted to colonel, lieutenant colonel, ma- 
jor and captain. 

Zones of consideration already have 
been announced. Commands have been 
told to report by 9 Nov. the number of 
their officers eligible for consideration 
under the stated criteria. 

On 16 Nov. quotas will go out from 
Headquarters and on 15 Feb. 1954, accord- 
ing to present schedule, first promotions 
will be announced. 

The new promotion regulation has been 
compiled after careful analysis of selec- 
tion board action in previous programs 
and after detailed study of recommenda- 
tions made by major commands. 

It is intended to meet long-range needs, 
no matter the varied personnel situations 
which may develop. Therefore, the regu- 
lation has alternative provisions which 
assure flexibility, as may be required by 
sharp increases or decreases in the num- 
ber of promotion vacancies to various 
ranks. 

That none in the Air Force will be able 
to say its author is a “partisan” is assured 
by the fact that the regulation is in large 
part the work of Wing Commander John

Beer em Owsley Outlines Difficulties 
In Obtaining Career Medical Personnel 


One of the Navy’s top-ranking Medical 

officers this week outlined eight impor- 
tant factors which are having an “ad- 
verse effect” upon the Navy’s efforts to 
induce young physicians to enter the 
Regular service. 
Speaking at the Third Medical-Dental 
Military Symposium in Chelsea, Mass., 
Rear Adm. John Q. Owsley, MC, USN, 
Assistant Chief of the Bureau of Medi- 
cine and Surgery, said the Bureau’s ma- 
jor problem “is how to induce young 
physicians to enter the Regular Navy on 
a career basis, or even on a_ semi- 
permanent basis.” 

The adverse factors which he listed in- 
clud2 those which also are hampering 
recruitment of career officers in all 





branches of the military Services. In the 
order listed by Admiral Owsley, they are: 

“1—Inadequate pay as compared with 
civilian practice. 

“2—Inadequate housing. 

“3—Loss of or reduction in incidental 
benefits, such as commissary store and 


exchange privileges, and income tax 
exemptions. 
“4--The possibility of the applicable | 


laws being changed or modified by the 
Congress at any time, whereby the bene- 


fits and privileges available upon en- 
trance are lost or reduced. 
‘“S—The prevalent antagonistic and 


derogatory attitude toward the military 
services, more especially toward military 
officers. 

“6—Desire to practice onl) 
the specialties. 

“7—Inadequate rank and promotion. 

“8—The fear of becoming a captive 
member for life as a result of the resig- 
nation policy which has been in effect 
during the past three years.” 

Admiral Owsley noted that the first 
five of these problems “cannot be solved 
by administrative action within the serv- 
ices. They are matters for the considera- | 
tion of the Congress and the public 
conscience.”

These factors, among others, he said, 
have resulted in a loss of 100 Regular 
medical officers in the past four years. 
He noted also that the Navy will lose 
about 800 medical officers during the cur- 
rent fiscal year as a result of manpower 
cutbacks and that “the shore establish- 
ment must bear the brunt of the reduc- 
tion” since the operating forces are to be 
maintained at full strength and efficiency. 

Admiral Owsley disclosed that the 
shortage of Navy Nurses also “is more 
acute today than it has been at any time 
since the cessation of hostilities in World 
War II.” At the beginning of this month, 
he said, the Navy had 650 fewer nurses 
than it is authorized, and during the past 
year two nurses have been leaving the 
Navy for every new one who comes in. 

He indicated that Congress may be 
asked next year to provide a subsidized 
education program for nurses. He said, 
“the adoption of some plan whereby the 
military services may sponsor the profes- 
sional education of eligible young women 
in return for a specified period of obli- 
gated service” appears to be the “only 
solution.” 

Under such a plan, he said, the services 
“would subsidize the nursing education of 
the student and provide her a stipend 
each month in return for a minimum of 
four years’ active duty in the Nurse 
Corps upon graduation.” He said the plan 
is on the Defense Department legislative 
agenda “and we are optimistic that it will 


be presented to and receive favorable 
consideration by the Congress in the 
coming session.”

“The situation with regard to inequities 
in rank of reserve medical officers has been 
resolved to some extent by the latest revision 
of the Doctors’ Draft Law.

The promotion regulation continues the 
“broad assessment” feature of earlier 
programs, but includes numerous modi- 
fications. 

Entirely new are provisions which re- 
quire boards to send to Headquarters 
names of certain officers tabbed as “not 
yet qualified” for promotion. These are 
officers with specified time-in-grade: 
second lieutenant, 3 years; first lieuten- 
ant, 4; captain, 7; major, 7; and lieu- 
tenant colonel, 7. 

A central board will review these 
names at Headquarters to determine 
whether any further action should be 
taken. This Headquarters board can re- 
move an officer from the eligibility zone 
(provision is made for later restoration 
for deserving officers) or it can recom- 
mend elimination from the Service, either 
by resignation or retirement.

Army Boards At Work; 
Promotions Due Shortly 


Army selection boards considering offi- 
cers and warrant officers for temporary 
promotion—only those within basic zones 
are eligible— were busy at work this 
week, with initial reports expected short- 
ly. 

First officer board to meet was that 
which will choose first lieutenants for 
advancement to captain. Its opening ses- 
sion was held on 14 Oct. 

The Army hopes that some promotions 
to captain will be announced this week. 

On 20 Oct., the board to name majors 
will be convened, followed on 24 Oct. 
by the board which will choose majors 
for promotion to lieutenant colonel, if 
planned schedules are met. 

The Medical Service selection board is 
slated to convene on 22 Oct. to choose 
officers for the three ranks. 

As was reported in last week’s issue of 
THE JOURNAL, the selection boards will 
not name any “five per centers.” All pro- 
motions will come from the previously 
announced zones of consideration. 

The warrant officer board considering 
candidates for advancement from W-1 
to W-2 is expected to announce selections 
before the end of October. 

The board which will recommend war- 
rant officers for W-3 and W-4 will hold its 
first session on 3 Nov., according to pres- 
ent plans. 


Pentagon Seeks $24.23 Net 
Pay Hike For Academies 


The Defense Department has drafted 
legislation which would raise from $81.12 
to $111.15 per month the pay of cadets 
at the U.S. Military Academy, U.S. Coast 
Guard Academy and midshipmen at the 
U. S. Naval Academy. 

The Pentagon proposal would result in 
net pay after taxation of $100.25 per 
month instead of the present $75.43. Thus, 
the net pay increase would be $24.23 per 
month. 

The legislation is seen certain to receive 
Bureau of the Budget approval, since 
President Eisenhower has spoken out on 
the need for such a pay adjustment. 

The Defense Department estimates that 
the gross pay of a man at a Service acad- 
emy is $3,812.64 for his 47 months’ service, 
while minimum expenditures are placed 
at $4,115.32. It is suggested this gross pay- 
ment should be raised to $5,224.05. 

It is argued that the proposed pay raise 
would place the pay of Academy cadets 
and midshipmen on a parity with the E-3 
enlisted pay grade. 

Under present conditions, Academy offi- 
cials state that as a result of increased 
costs the members of the three junior 
classes will be denied funds for leave and 
extra-curricular activities in order that 
they may graduate out of debt.

The executive board of the U. S. Armor 
Association has called for creation of an 
Army-wide association to represent all 
branches—combat arms and technical 
services alike. 

The action was taken at a time when 
the Association of the U.S. Army, formed 
by a merger of the Infantry and Field 
Artillery Associations, is urging a single 
association for the combat arms. 

The association which the Armor group 
proposes would not replace the present 
branch organizations, but would supple- 
ment them “and contribute to further 
unification within the Army.” 

The Armor Association has resisted ef- 
forts by the Association of the U.S. Army 
to form one group to represent the com- 
bat arms. This has led to considerable 
controversy, involving also the Antiair- 
craft Artillery Association which at one 
time was on the verge of joining the Asso- 
ciation of the U. S. Army and may yet do 
so, notwithstanding differences of opinion 
which developed during the negotiations.

As 700 To Leave Service 


The Army will be confronted with a 
“critical shortage” of Medical Service 
Corps officers, according to officials in the 
Office of the Surgeon General, as a result 
of the departure from active duty of 700 
MSC officers in the next six months. 

More than 600 are being separated at 
their own request. 

It was stated that the critical MSC 
shortage would not be alleviated until 
mid-1954, when requirements for oversea 
theaters will have been met and return- 
ees will become available for ZI billets. 

“Until that time,” said an SGO bulle- 
tin, “most stations can expect to function 
with fewer MSC’s than authorized.”

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Gen. Twining Clears Up Gen. Cook’s New R&D Duties 


The announcement late last month by 
Air Force Secretary Harold E. Talbott 
that Lt. Gen. Orval R. Cook, Deputy 
Chief of Staff, Materiel, would have his 
responsibilities enlarged to include Re- 
search and Development, apparently has 
been misinterpreted in some quarters. 

THE JOURNAL reported at the time of 
the announcement that the order had 
taken many Air Force officials, particu- 
larly those connected with research and 
development activities, by surprise. 

Now comes a statement by General 
Nathan F. Twining, Air Force Chief of 
Staff, aimed at clearing up any confusion 
in and out of the Air Force. 

Here is the text of General Twining’s 
explanation: 

“On September 28, Secretary Talbott an- 
nounced a realignment in the Air Force in- 
tended to place the final responsibility for 
all phases of materiel in the hands of a single 
Deputy Chief of Staff. The responsibilities of 
Lt. Gen. Orval R. Cook, Deputy Chief of 
Staff, Materiel, were enlarged to include Re- 
search and Development. Lt, Gen. Laurence 
C. Craigie, Deputy Chief of Staff, Develop- 
ment, continued to be responsible for re- 
search and development but will report to 
General Cook. 

“Following up the Secretary's announce- 
ment, we would like to advise firms and in- 
dividuals doing business with the Air Force 
that they should continue to deal with the 
same offices as in the past. The only imme- 
diate changes being made in our organiza- 
tion at Air Force Headquarters are these: 

“‘(1) GENERAL CRAIGIE and the staff he 
heads as Deputy Chief of Staff, Development, 
will report to General Cook in order to 
achieve better integration and coordination 
of materiel matters.” In order to maintain 
emphasis on research and development, Gen- 
eral Craigie will continue to be a member of 
the Air Council. This body, composed of the 
Vice Chief of Staff, five Deputy Chiefs and 
Staff and the Inspector General, recommends 
actions to be ordered by the Chief of Staff. 
The Office of the Deputy Chief of Staff, De- 
velopment, will, at least for the time being, 
maintain its organizational integrity. 

(2) That part of General Cook's office 
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which keeps tab on general progress of air- 
craft and weapons will be strengthened so 
that there will be available in a single place 
full information on the status of any weapon, 
whether it be in the stage of research, de- 
velopment, procurement, production or dis- 
tribution. 


“REGARDING OUR ORGANIZATION in 
the fleld, we believe that the present alloca- 
tion of responsibility for materiel between 
the Air Materiel Command and the Air Re- 
search and Development Command can be 
improved. General Cook has been directed, 
accordingly, to review the functions and or- 
ganization of each and to effect necessary 
improvement. His review will include the 
adequacy of installations and facilities. Gen- 
eral Cook has already formed an advisory 
group to assist him in the development of 
ways of further improving cooperation and 
collaboration between AMC and ARDC, This 
group consists of: 

a. Brig. Gen. Floyd Wood, Headquarters, 

ARDC. 

b. Col. William E, Sault, Office, Director 
of Procurement and Production, Head- 
quarters, Air Materiel Command. 

c. Mr. Ed. Wells, Vice-President in Charge 
of Engineering, Boeing Aircraft Com- 
pany. 

d. Dr. Mervin Kelly, President, Bell Tele- 
phone Laboratories. 

e. Dr. Edmund P. Learned, Professor of 
Business Administration, Harvard Busi- 
ness School. 

‘Both AMC and ARDC will be maintained 
as separate major commands. The mainte 
nance of research and development activities 
in the fleld under a separate major command 
is part of the Air Force's basic policy on re- 
search and development.”’ 





Seeks Degree Authority 


The U. S. Air Force Institute of Tech- 
nology with headquarters at Wright-Pat- 
terson AFB, Ohio, may be granted au- 
thority to confer graduate degrees. 

The Air Force has drafted a bill which 
would make such action possible. 

Officials explain that authority to grant 
graduate degrees would make it easier 
to obtain superior instructors and to 
raise the educational level.

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Air Pioneering Not Over, 
Gen. Doolittle Tells Group 


While great honor is due to the early 
pioneers of aviation, the present age 
must not forget that the day of pioneer- 
ing is not over—jets, supersonic speeds, 
and other technical advances are pro- 
ducing real air pioneers today. 

General James H. Doolittle, an early 
pioneer himself, recalled this fact to the 
550 aviation enthusiasts who attended 
the International Air Pioneers Dinner 
given by the National Aeronautic Asso- 
ciation 14 Oct. in Washington, D. C. Pres- 
ent were 44 air pioneers from 10 nations. 

As an example of today’s pioneers, 
General Doolittle, serving as toastmas- 
ter, introduced Maj. Charles E. Yeager, 
USAF, first man to fly faster than sound, 
and Lt. Comdr. J. B. Verdin, USN, who 
recently broke the world’s speed record 
in a Douglas F4D Skyray. 


Major Yeager said that the men en- 
gaged in today’s research and develop- 
ment are successful in “putting on the 
roof” only because the early pioneers 
“built the walls so straight.” 

The air pioneers present included such 
men as Prof. Willy Messerschmitt, of 
Germany, and Louis Breguet, of France. 
Included in the American group were: 
Col. Bernt Balehen, USAF, Vice Adm. 
P. N. L. Bellinger, USN (Ret.), Rear Adm. 
Luis de Florez, USN (Ret.), Maj. Gen. 
Benjamin D. Foulois, USAF (Ret.), Brig. 
Gen. Frank P. Lahm, USAF (Ret.), Brig. 
Gen, T. DeWitt Milling, USAF (Ret.), 
Rear Adm. A. C. Read, USN (Ret.), Capt.

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Air Force officers have been warned 
against wearing uniforms which are sub- 
standard in quality and appearance. 

A personal message on this subject has 
been sent by General Thomas D. White, 
Vice Chief of Staff, to all major com- 
mands. 

Here is the text of General White’s 
communication: 

“AN INCREASING NUMBER of Air Force 
officers have been observed wearing uniforms 
that are substandard in quality and appear- 
ance. Most substandard items are optional 
uniforms purchased by officers and airmen 
from Air Force exchange and commercial 
outlets. Uniforms purchased from Air Force 
sales stores cause little difficulty. The meth- 
ods employed by some unscrupulous uniform 
vendors can be combated only by more strin-

gent control on our personnel. It is desired 
that provisions of AFR 35-14 be strictly com- 
plied with. Particular attention is directed 
to paragraph 3, AFR 35-14, concerning stand- 
ards. 

‘Personnel will be encouraged to insist 
upon a written guarantee from uniform ven- 
dors in accordance with this paragraph. Com- 
manders will insure that substandard or un- 
authorized items of uniform are not being 
sold in Air Force exchanges or by vendors 
on Air Force installations. If considered nec- 
essary, commanders will hold dress inspec- 
tions to insure compliance with established 
standards.”’ 

The Air Force has received reports 
that some officers are not complying with 
uniform wear regulations, particularly 
when on temporary duty in foreign coun- 
tries. 
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Officers are reminded that if the uni- 
form is worn at off-base public places 
after normal duty hours, the coat is re- 
quired. Officers may appear off-base in 
the summer shirt and trouser uniform 
only during duty officers or while en 
route to and from the place of duty.

Navy Day Revived. Navy Day, the 27th of 
October, will be restored this year to virtually 
the full-scale celebration it was during the years 
preceding the unification act. 

In 1922, proponents of the Navy, led by the 
Navy League, established the 27th of October, 
the birthday of Theodore Roosevelt, as Navy 
Day. On that date the President of the United 
States and most of the Governors of the States 
issued proclamations, the Navy held open house 
at its shore stations, units of the Fleet visited 
major ports along both coasts, and lunches, din- 
ners, and parades were organized in most of the 
large cities and towns. 

However, in the initial fervor of unification, 
the then Secretary of Defense, Louis Johnson, 
decreed in 1949 that all such Service Days would 
be abolished in favor of one “‘Armed Forces Day,” 
which was arbitrarily set to be observed on the 
third Saturday of May in each year. Official par- 
ticipation or cooperation in special Service days 
was forbidden. 

Each year since, however, the advocates of the 
Navy have been able to push farther and farther 
until this year they are almost back to the pre- 
unification Navy Day. To be sure, there is no 
presidential proclamation, but nevertheless Navy 
Department officials led by the Secretary and the 
Chief of Operations will be speaking at Navy Day 
celebrations all over the country. It has at least 
the tacit support of the Department of Defense 
and the administration. 

This is a good thing. It will not interfere with 
Armed Forces Day. In fact, Army Day, which 
had been observed on 6 April, the anniversary 
of our entry into World War I, for many years, 
should also be restored. Air Force Day, which had 
been set for 18 September, the anniversary of 
the Air Force's winning its complete autonomy, 
likewise should be reestablished. (Air Force Day, 
unfortunately, was celebrated only once before 
it fell under the ban). There is no reason why 
the advocates of each Service should not be per- 
mitted to have their own days in which to cele- 
brate their progress and urge support for their 
forces. 

From the over-all defense picture, it is much 
better to have four Service days than just one. 


Morale in Europe. There is much in the re- 
port of the Senate Subcommittee on its five-week 
inspection tour of Europe to provide satisfaction 
and hope to the members of the Armed Services. 
In their look at installations, the Senators, while 
not free of criticism, found that “by and large, 
a good construction job is being done.” This is 
a somewhat different view from other Con- 
gressional groups which, some without leaving 
the United States, made headlines with lurid 
charges of waste and incompetence. 

Most impressive, however, was the Committee's 
evident interest in welfare and morale and its 
recommendation, in this era of economy, that 
consideration be given to an expanded program 
of constructing recreational facilities, including 
swimming pools, etc. 

The Subcommittee even touched on the sub- 
ject of career benefits when it said: ‘“‘When the 
Government has put five, and more likely ten, 
years into training a man who can be pilot, navi- 
gator, or bombardier, it does not pay to house 
him in facilities which cause his family to urge 
him not to reenlist or to resign his commission.” 
The Senators also commented that while certain 
military features are absolutely essential in war- 
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time “decent living quarters and good hospitals 
and adequate recreational facilities are essentials 
if we are to maintain an alert, effective Air Force 
in time of peace at home and in bases overseas.” 

Their concern was further evidenced by the 
fact that they reported that they had gathered 
figures which show “better morale, fewer dis- 
ciplinary troubles, higher reenlistment, and lower 
venereal disease rates where suitable recreational 
facilities exist.” 

Let us hope that the sincere efforts of these

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The Army Uniform 
Editor, THE JOURNAL: 

Three recent items in THE JOURNAL 
caught my eye: an Air Force direc- 
tive setting down strict rules con- 
cerning composition and wearing of 
uniforms; a Marine Corps announce- 
ment of a uniform infraction to the 
effect that service coats “are either 
being manufactured or altered so 
that the overlap in the back vent 
and in the front closure is not 
sufficient”; and a letter that repeats 
the age-old complaint that the Army 
doesn’t have a decent uniform. 

There is general agreement with- 
in the Army that we need an im- 
provement in our uniforms. This 
may come about someday. But for 
the time being, the officers and men 
of the Army could do much to im- 
prove their appearance by the simple 
expedient of wearing exactly what 
is authorized and wearing it right. 

While the other Services concen- 
trate on the fine points of their uni- 
forms, we of the Army could do well 
to at least take care of some of the 
basic considerations. 

For the enlightenment and sur- 
prise of some Army men, following 
are extracts from current regula- 
tions that describe the various 
articles of the uniform: 

A 1%-inch web belt, Army shade 3. 
equipped with a plain-faced solid brass 
buckle. 

Officers winter blouse. Wool, elastique 
or barathea . . . The back to be plain 

. The belt may be either fully de 
tachable or sewed down around the 
waistline at the option of the individual 

The skirt to extend below the 
crotch . 

Officers summer blouse. Tropical 
worsted, wool gabardines, or similar 
tropical type fabric . . . Semiform-fit- 


ting sack coat, extending to the 
crotch ... 
Gloves, leather. Army russet color, 


lined or unlined, snap fastener, pull- 
on or buckle type.

device, and falling without stiffening to 
the rear. . . crown to be filled at outer 
cim with approximately 5g-Inch 
diameter hard roll grommet 

Jacket, winter, service. The back to 
be bloused and in one piece .. . coat 
Style sleeves ... 

Shirt (for wear under coat or jacket). 
Either a regular cotton khaki shirt with 
shoulder loops and two pockets with 
flaps, or a broadcloth or poplin shirt 
of the same design except that the fol- 
lowing military design features shall be 
eliminated: shoulder loops, pocket flaps, 
right breast pocket; further, the cuffs 
shall each have only one button and 
buotton hole. 

Shirts of nylon, nylon blend, or other 
similar suitable, synthetic, plain weave 
fabrics, khaki, Army shade 1, are au- 
thorized for optional wear. 

Socks. With low-quarter shoes. plain 
socks of tan, brown, or olive-drab color 
will be worn.

Lt. Cou. USA 
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JCS Takes Second-Look At New Look 


NSC Reportedly Upset by Dollar Costs of 
Initial Force Level Recommendations of the 
Military Chiefs; Pentagon Work Held Up 
Save for Budget “Puttering” on Such Matters 
as Horse and Dog Purchases. 


HE Joint Chiefs of Staff are already 

engaged in a second look at their so- 
called “new look” amid broad specula- 
tion that, in the end, the Armed Forces 
may be given, openly or otherwise, a dol- 
lar ceiling and told that it is all the Na- 
tion will be able to spend for defense in 
fiscal year 1955. 

Defense Secretary Charles E. Wilson 
confirmed at a Pentagon press confer- 
ence this week the fact that he had taken 
a “rough figure” of dollar costs based on 
preliminary estimates of the JCS to the 
National Security Council. 

The same press conference developed 
circumstantial evidence that the NSC did 
not buy the JCS recommendations, for 
Mr. Wilson said it was his hope the De- 
fense Department would be permitted to 
submit a one-line estimate in the Presi- 
dent’s FY ’55 budget instead of a detailed 
budget justification. 

Undoubtedly, this means the Defense 
Secretary wants more time to work out 
intricate details regarding manpower 
strength and procurement plans during 
the next few months. He said he intends 
to attend some JCS meetings in the 
future. 

Mr. Wilson reminded reporters this 
week, as he has done on previous occa- 
sions, that the defense budget prior to 
Korea was about $13 billion a year and 
observed gratuitously that “as far as I 
can tell the threat to the security of this 
country was just as great then as it is 
now, or maybe greater.” 

The Defense Department for the cur- 
rent fiscal year was voted $34.2 billion in 
new funds and will spend about $41.5 
billion. 

In his meeting with reporters which 
took place only a few hours after he had 
presented the JCS Fiscal ’55 “rough fig- 
ures” to the NSC, Mr. Wilson cautioned: 
“Don’t put too much weight on this 
money business all the time because no 
one can say that X billions of dollars 
is the absolute thing that will either 
provide complete security for the coun- 
try or any less than that will be one 
terrific risk.” 

It is now believed Mr. Wilson has asked 
the JCS to take a new reading on the 
forces they think are required, and pos- 
sibly he has given the Chiefs additional 
assumptions on which they can work. 

For example, the Chiefs must have 
guidance as to whether their study 
should assume an improved or worsened 
international situation or whether they 
should base their recommendations on 
continuation of the status quo, particu- 
larly as regards Korea. 

Such assumptions are not easily made, 


but they form the basis for any intelli- 
gent defense budget planning. The Chiefs 
must know this collectively and also as 
the individual military leaders of their 
Services, so that the overall defense ef- 
fort will be most efficiently coordinated. 

The alternative to a clear statement of 
assumptions for the Chiefs or civilian ac- 
ceptance of their alternate recommenda- 
tions based on varying assumptions of 
their own is the imposition of a dollar 
ceiling. 

Secretary Wilson stressed this week 
that in working on their “new look” the 
Chiefs were given no such budgetary or 
manpower ceilings. 

It has been reported that the PCS 
‘new look” recommendations to Secre- 
tary Wilson were that the Air Force be 
expanded to 120 wings by the end of the 
current fiscal year next 30 June and that 
this wing strength be increased to 127 
in fiscal 55; that the Army continue at 
a strength of 20 combatant divisions with 
heavier emphasis on antiaircraft bat- 
talions; that the Navy continue with its 
approximately 400 combatant vessels; 
and that the Marine Corps remain at a 
strength of three divisions and three 
wings. 

There is no possible way for the Na- 
tion to maintain this force at a great 
saving from present appropriations and 
expenditures and that apparently is why 
the NSC is upset. Mr. Wilson has said 
that efficiency possibly can save 5 per 
cent, but beyond that his remarks sug- 
gest that savings can be realized only by 
cuts in men and materiel. 

The chances are good that if the JCS 
must be given a dollar ceiling and told to 
get the most defense possible for that 
amount it will not be done quite so ob- 
viously. 

In such a situation, the usual practice 
is for the civilian leaders of the Nation, 
namely the President, the NSC and the 
Defense Secretary, to ask the Joint Chiefs 
to inform them as to how much defense 
can be provided at varying dollar levels 
and what are the “calculated risks” in- 
volved at each point. 

With all the documentation in hand, the 
Defense and Bureau of the Budget fis- 
cal experts make known a particular fig- 
ure. Then, the wheels begin to turn as 
lower echelon military personnel work 
out the details. 

Late this week, those lower echelon 
personnel were not hard at work on budg- 
et problems, for they had yet to receive 
the necessary guidelines. Mostly, they 
were puttering around on such lively 
items as purchase of horses, mules and 
dogs. 


Under SecNav Asks Explanation 


Of Wave Policies 


The new Under Secretary of the Navy 
Thomas S. Gates, jr., (a Naval Reserve 
officer), called on BuPers officials this 
week for an explanation of Wave pro- 
motion policies. 


He was briefed on the Wave problems 
by Rear Adm. M. E. Arnold, Deputy 
Chief of Naval Personnel, and Capt. Wil- 
liam G. Cooper, Assistant Chief of Per- 
sonnel, who recently was selected for 
Promotion to Rear Admiral. 

The results of the briefing were not 
made known. JOURNAL sources said, how- 
ever, that inasmuch as Mr. Gates was 
Sworn into office only last week it is 
likely that he was acting as a go-between 
for Navy Secretary Anderson and that 
he would pass along to the Secretary in- 
‘ormation gained from the conference, to- 
gether with a recommendation for what- 
ever action he deems necessary. 

Meanwhile, this week, in two other de- 
velopments, the Wave problem was head- 
lined in numerous papers and the Acting 
Judge Advocate General of the Navy 
ruled that the Navy Secretary is under 
no legal obligation to convene a Wave 
selection board in a year in which there 
are no vacancies. 

The decision was requested by Captain 


Cooper. He asked “whether the Secre- 
ary of the Navy is required to appoint 
and convene a selection board for pro- 
motion of women officers to a grade in 
which no vacancies exist or are estimated 
to occur prior to the next annual com- 
putation.” In his letter to the JAG, he 
said that “in the current year, there are 
no existing or anticipated vacancies 
within the number of women officers of 
the line of the Regular Navy which the 
Secretary has determined may serve in 
the permanent grade of commander.” 


No Intimate Knowledge 

Observers noted, however, that the 
Secretary’s determination is merely per- 
functory inasmuch as it is based upon 
recommendations passed on to him by 
the Bureau of Personnel, and about which 
he has no intimate knowledge. 

In his decision, the Acting JAG, Capt. 
S. B. D. Wood said “it is the opinion 
of this office that the requirement that 
selection boards under the Officer Per- 
sonnel Act be convened at least annually 
is inconsistent with the promotion pro- 
visions of the Women’s Armed Services 
Integration Act, and there is no require-

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Secretary Dulles’ London Agenda— : 
COMMENT ON FOREIGN AFFAIRS |; 


F the Trieste matter is left to the affected governments, Yugoslavia and Italy, 

it remains a likelihood that the current uproar will die away, and the “tem- 
porary” settlement with Italy occupying Zone A and Yugoslavia occupying Zone B 
will last. The British and American decision would not have been made, had that 
not been close to a certainty. What neither of the western powers and neither 
Belgrade nor Rome can assure, however, is that the normal procedure will be 
followed. Tito’s pumped-up popular “protest meetings” can produce irresponsi- 
bles capable of another Serajevo affair, and Italy’s neo-Fascists have proved their 
own irresponsibility many times. The peril therefore is that the chauvinism and 
bullyboy tactics on each side may pass the control of their leaders and produce 
an action whose long-range results could be disastrous. 


THAT SORT OF UNPREMEDITATED FOLLY is not in sight as this is written. 
The Anglo-American gamble may prove to be safe. It had a good deal to commend 
it, notably as a firm decision after years of futile argument; the argument obviously 
got nowhere and, if anything, strengthened Marshal Tito’s conviction that the 
Western Allies needed him too much to oppose him in Trieste. That conviction 
needs correction; Marshal Tito at the moment has more to gain from the West 
than the West has from him; he has no other waiting anchorage—as Moscow 
somewhat recklessly made clear to him in Vishinsky’s mischievous proposal to 
the United Nations, for Vishinsky’s overhasty proposal specifically required that 
both zones should be forthwith surrendered and that disposition of Zone B does 
not suit Tito at all. 


YUGOSLAVIA is not in a position to resume friendly relations with the 
Kremlin which he boldly denounced and which thereafter promptly tossed him 
out of its satellite association. Tito, rather, has a great deal to gain from the 
Military Aid Program, and he cannot have failed to hear already the suggestion: 
from an American congressman that our current grants of much-needed airplanes 
should stop flowing instantly. Further, he has, of his own initiative, lately devel- 
oped his defensive alliance with two important neighbors, Greece and Turkey, and 
he must know that a dispute with NATO’s principal members will not endear him 
to Greece and Turkey which themselves are extremely welcome members. And 
he cannot risk a Russian stab in the back. The Yugoslav differences with Italy, 
to be sure, are eternal and violent, as was pointed out the other day by Admiral 
Robert B. Carney, who knows that area well, but even the most militant of na- 
tionalists, on each side of the Adriatic, must know that a resumption of the Trieste 
fighting at this time will benefit the aggressor not at all. 


SECRETARY DULLES’ trip to London, one gathers, was planned long before 
the Trieste outburst. Nevertheless it is timely in that respect as in others, for the 
conference with MM. Eden and Bidault cannot omit the newest excitement, and 
could easily provide a calming influence. The original reasons for the meeting 
(first for those dignitaries since Anthony Eden’s return to the Foreign Office after 
his prolonged illness) are numerous. That of largest moment of course is the. 
matter of the Big Four meeting, originally proposed by Sir Winston Churchill and 
pointedly referred to at the Margate meeting a fortnight ago. Our own position 
on that matter is apparently not fixed. President Eisenhower’s original statement: 
of readiness to meet the others on the specific issues of peace for Germany and- 
Austria has not been withdrawn (it was a solid position which American senti- 
ment generally supported strongly) but the President’s later placative remarks 
at Atlantic City marked the way toward a softening of the original austere ex- 
pression, This brings us closer to the Churchill view, which favors an informal 
talk, from which it is at least conceivable that a better state of affairs can come. 
It will be most surprising if the possibility is not explored this week at the Foreign- 
Secretary level. 


FRANCE’s Foreign Minister goes to that meeting with somewhat ruffled 
feathers, for Sir Winston’s Margate address made clear the Churchill Govern- 
ment’s view (which has wide support) that if France falters too long on the Euro- 
pean Army issue, it will be well to bring West Germany into the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization, instead. That does not please France, to be sure, but some-- 
thing like Churchill’s bluntness may have been needed to show the unsteady French | 
Government that this is a time for decision. West Germany is apparently ready to 
come either into a European Army (which would seem to be France’s best bet for 
the future) or into NATO, and is understandably insistent upon being allowed to do 
one or the other for her own security and that of the western nations as well. 
While Paris is swinging back and forth, in an effort to pacify France’s Socialists 
on one side and France’s ultra-nationalists on the other, the Dutch Government. 
has scheduled European Defense Community debate in the upper house for 27: 
October, It will be recalled that the Dutch lower house approved the treaty last. 
July by a 75-11 vote. The Government is apparently quite able to get a two-thirds: 
vote in the upper house as well, but not quite sure whether it wishes to rush’ 
the commitment through, or to see what the other waiting nations do. 


NATO AFFAIRS in the easern Mediterranean continue to move smoothly. 
On Tuesday we are formally presenting Turkey with the big naval base America 
constructed at Iskerderun, which lies close to the Syrian frontier. The handing- 
over will be by Ambassador Ava M. Warren, and in the official party will be Vice 
Adm. John H. Cassady, commander in chief of the U. S. Sixth Fleet, who is coming 
to the ceremony aboard USS Des Moines, with a two-destroyer escort. The base is 
a multimillion dollar affair, comparable in function with the big bases the Navy 
constructed in World War II in Guam and Saipan, with extensive repair facilities. 
and capacity for training 5,000 recruits at a time. It represents a big step in 
refueling, not only shipside, but through the fuel pipe lines to Turkey’s interior.: 
One line for example will go to Adana air base, well to the north, and a later one, 
may go deep into eastern Turkey as far as the base at Diyarbakir. While Turkey 
will take possession, there will undoubtedly be NATO personnel retained for many, 
administrative and technical tasks. Specifically Comdr. Clare A, Frye, CEC, USN,, 
who has been there with the U. S. Naval training mission is scheduled to remain. 


BRITISH GUIANA’s troubles appear to be under control, so far as public 
order and governmental authority are concerned. The strike in the sugar planta-’ 
tion continues, but even that may be brought to a close now that the Red agents: 
who incited it have been taken in hand. Thus far the international repercussions’ 
are almost inaudible. ¢

ADMINISTRATION REJECTION of the Defense Dept.’s 
proposal for a Cost-of-Living military pay adjust- 
ment will mean even stronger determination among 
top civilian Pentagon leaders to protect the so- 
called "fringe benefits." AF Sec’y Talbott has said 
he considers the fringe benefits, such as housing, 
‘cCommissaries, exchanges, medical care for families, 
etc. even more important to morale than pay. A 

pay boost could have mitigated to some extent the 
current attacks on fringe benefits; now that a 
C-of-L pay adjustment seems to have gone out the 
White House window, fringe benefits take on in- 
creased significance in maintaining morale and 
efficiency. 





DISCRIMINATION IN HOME LOANS against persons in 
military service has been protested by the Defense 
Dept. A request has been made that Servicemen be 
allowed to take advantage of loan benefits in the 
G.I. Bill. The Budget Bureau is opposed to the pro- 
posal, but the Pentagon hasn’t given up the fight. 





DESPITE PREVIOUS PRESSURE from Capitol Hill to speed 
up work on the Federal Catalog for the Armed Forces, 
the Defense Dept. wants to avoid any "crash basis" 
program and will explain to Congress next year that 
such action would cost several hundred million 
dollars. An example of the project's scope is the 
fact that the Services formerly listed 76,000 
different bearings; this has been cut to a mere 
21,000. About 250 Defense employees are working 
full-time on the catalog. 
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DEFENSE SECRETARY WILSON will work hard from here 
on out to secure unanimous Pentagon support for the 
FY '55 budget before hearings begin on Capitol Hill 
next year. He said this week he plans to sit in 

on frequent upcoming JCS deliberations, which he 
did not do when the Chiefs were working on initial 
"force level” estimates. JCS discussions on a face- 
to-face basis with the Defense boss could greatly 
ease the reclama problem and make more likely a 
"unified" response to probing queries from Appro- 
priations Committee members. Good guess is that the 
Chiefs will argue their problems out in detail with 
Mr. Wilson during closed-door “board of directors" 
sessions, but will come forth with a solidly backed 
stockholders’ report to the public. 





WINGS WILL REMAIN a basic point of reference in 
computing Air Force strength, but the probability 
is that in the FY '55 budget talk there will be 
increasing emphasis on total numbers of aircraft. 
At his press conference this week, Mr. Wilson said 
the changing size and strength of wings sometimes 
makes use of such a measurement akin to a "numbers 
racket." There's no doubt the average citizen would 
be greatly more impressed by a strength report of 
25,000 planes than by 110, 114, 120, 143 or what- 
have-you number of wings. 


1877 LEGISLATION which makes medical officers of 
the Army responsible for superintending the cooking 
of enlisted men has gone stale and the Defense Dept. 
finally is going to ask Congress to rescind the 
statute. It’s pointed out the Quartermaster General 
has long since been given responsibility for food 
preparation; hence the Surgeon General retains today 
a legal requirement for a responsibility he no 
longer performs. Pentagon officials concede this 
measure will not head the Department's legislative 
program. 




















ATTEMPTS TO AVOID SERVICE by persons who enlist in 
one of the Armed Forces, are appointed 

to one of the Academies and who then resign will 

be thwarted if Congress gives the 0.K. to a Pentagon 
legislative proposal. The Defense Dept. wants such 
men to remain liable for the remainder of their 
obligated service, being given "contingent enlisted 
status” while at any of the Academies. 





PENTAGON BACKBONE was demonstrated when the Defense 
Dept. asked the President (who concurred) to giv 
recess promotions to a number of Army and Air Force 
general officers. This action is not overly impor- 
tant in itself, but is significant if it indicates 
the Pentagon will not be overwhelmed by free-swing- 
ing Congressional attacks against the "brass." 





HUNDREDS OF DECORATIONS which the State Dept. is 
holding in Constitutionally-required "pawn" for 
military personnel will be given to their owners if 
Congress endorses a Defense Dept. bill next year. 
The Services want authority for members to wear 
decorations accepted from allied nations in recogni- 
tion of service in Korea. Many foreign nations have 
felt slighted because U. S. Servicemen had to turn 
in their medals immediately after presentation 
ceremonies. 





ENTHUSIASTIC REPORTS from Europe and the Far East 
on first experiments with the Army's four-man 
"buddy rifle teams” and the carrier companies used 
in transporting replacements overseas has stepped 
up interest in the possibility of sending larger 
replacement units abroad. Some Army leaders are 
hopeful it won’t be too long before a battalion re- 
placement system can be tested. 











ON THE LAST OFFICIAL NAVY DAY, in 1948, Admiral 
Carney, then Deputy CNO for Logistics, opened a 
Navy Day banquet in Toledo with the statement "I am 
glad that this is Navy Day and not merely an im- 
personal Armed Forces Day.” Six months later Loui 
Johnson abolished Navy Day in favor of his new 
Armed Forces Day. Odds are now that Army Day, Air 
Force Day and the Marine Corps Birthday will be 
"revived" on an individual basis to keep step with 
the Navy Day fete. . 
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LACK OF HARMONY between the Services and the 
Musicians’ Union frequently have made a big noise 
in the newspapers. The musicians sometimes complain 
that Service bands are taking jobs they should have. 
At Ft. Bliss, Tex., Army guided missiles center, 
just the opposite was the case for a recent carni- 
val. The Musicians’ Union furnished not one, but 
two orchestras,—free. 





INCENTIVE PAY will be proposed for military per- 
sonnel engaged in hazardous duty involving low-pres- 
sure chamber research and acceleration experiments. 
This becomes increasingly important with the advent 
into problems of super-sonic flight at high alti- 
tudes. In another incentive pay change, the Pentagon 
will ask Congress to 0.K. pay for personnel engaged 
in helium-oxygen deep sea diving. Such personnel 
can collect extra pay while in diving school, but 
not after graduation, except for the $5 per hour 
paid during actual salvage or repair operations.

Procurement and Resignation Policy 

“One of four major and continuing prob 
lems is procurement of medical officers for 
the regular Navy. As I mentioned previously 
we now have about 100 fewer regular medi- 
cal officers than we had four years ago. A 
new policy with regard to resignations and’ 
short-term commissions has recently been 
adopted, which it is hoped will overcome 
edn a at least, the reluctance of 

cal officers to acce j 
pa Pom oc Corps, ae 

“During recent years resignations hz 
been accepted only on a hardship nests or 
because separation was considered to be in 
the best interest of the service. This Policy 
has placed those in the Regular Corps in a 
captive’ category, has given rise to con- 
siderable dissatisfaction, and has deterred 
many who would otherwise be interested in 
appointment in the Regular Corps. During 
the past year a few resignations of regular

Retirement Policy 

“Another adverse factor in the procure- 
ment situation is the possibility of the rules 
being changed by Congress or by adminis- 
trative action at any time whereby benefits 
and privileges available upon entrance are 
lost or reduced. 

“A case in point is the present retirement 
situation. The retirement laws have been 
temporarily superseded by legislative rider 
on the annual military appropriation acts. 
The rider denies officers the privilege of re- 
tirement except on the basis of extreme 
personal hardship, physical disability, or for 
the good of the service, prior to attaining 
statutory age, or prescribed statutory length 
of service. This situation has an adverse 
effect upon the morale of those who have 
based their plans on thirty-year retirement, 
and a neven more adverse effect upon young 
physicians who might otherwise give favor- 
able consideration to a career in the regular 
service. It also tends to stagnate promotion 
in the higher grades by not permitting nec- 
essary attrition of the older officers in those 
grades."’

Adm. Conolly to Retire; 
Will Head University 


Vice Adm. Richard L. Conolly, USN, 
President of the Naval War College, New- 
port, R. L., will retire from active service 
on 1 Nov. to become President of Long 
Island University, Brooklyn, N. Y. 

The Navy said Rear Adm. Thomas H. 
Robbi, jr., USN, will take command of 
the War College. He currently is serving 
as Chief of Staff. 

Admiral Conolly, who is 61, would have 
reached statutory retirement age next 
April. He has been President of the War 
College for the past three years. (An ar- 
ticle prepared by Admiral Conolly on the 
College was carried in THE JOURNAL last 
week). 

Immediately prior to his present assign- 
ment, he was Commander in Chief of U. S. 
Naval Forces in the Eastern Atlantic and 
Mediterranean, serving in the rank of Ad- 
miral. The Navy said he will be placed on 
the retired list in that rank. 

Born in Waukegan, IIl., 26 April 1892, he 
was graduated from the U. S. Naval Academy 
in June 1914. During WWI, he served aboard 
a destroyer on escort duty in European 
waters and earned the Navy Cross for his 
services in connection with the salvaging of 
a torpedoed American transport. 

At the time of Pearl Harbor, Admiral Con- 
olly was serving as Commander of Destroyer 
Division Six, and participated in the initial 
carrier attack on the Gilbert and Marshall 
Islands. In April 1942, his destroyers served 
as escort for the carrier Hornet when that 
vessel launched the first planes to bomb 
Tokyo. 

He subsequently served as Commander, 
Group 3, Amphibious Force, Pacific Fleet, 
and commanded the landing of occupation 
troops on Northern Honshu and on Hokkaido, 
following the Japanese capitulation. 

In addition to the Navy Cross, he also holds 
the Distinguished Service Medal with two 
Gold Stars and the Legion of Merit and Gold 
Star with Combat ‘‘V.”’ 

Important assignments which he has held 
since the end of WW II include Deputy CNO 
for Administration, United States Naval Ad- 
visor to the Council of Foreign Ministers 
(during the Peace Conference in Paris in 
1946), and Commander of the Twelfth Fleet.

“It is a genuine privilege to announce 
General Strother’s appointment to the 
Air University. He is one of the real 
heroes of World War II in the South 
Pacific and helped to turn back the Japa- 
nese threat on Australia from the Solo- 
mon Islands. He then made a magnifi- 
cent war record in Europe. He has out- 
standing qualities of leadership, and is 
one of the beest known of Air Force 
officers. We at the Air University feel 
highly privileged to obtain his services.” 


GENERAL STROTHER, 45, in July 1942 
became staff fighter officer of the U.S. Army 
Forces in the South Pacific area, and when 
the 13th Air Force was organized in Janu- 
ary 1943, was appointed chief of the Fighter 
Command, 

From July to December 1943, he headed 
an expanded outfit, the Solomon Islands 
Fighter Command, directing U.S. Army and 
Navy and New Zealand fighters who helped 
turn back the Japanese threatening Aus- 
tralia. His work there won him the Dis- 
tinguished Service Medal. In January 1944, 
he served a short tour of duty as CG of the 
San Francisco Fighter Wing in San Fran- 
cisco, Calif. 

General Strother flew to Italy in February 
1944, to command the 306th Fighter Wing 
of the 15th Air Force, and the following 
October assumed command of the 15th 
Fighter Command. For his services during 
this time he was awarded an Oak Leaf 
Cluster to the Distinguished Service Medal. 

In June 1945, he was assigned to Air 
Transport Command Headquarters at 
Gravelly Point, Va., for indoctrination in 
ATC policies and procedures. 

In October 1945, General Strother as- 
sumed command of the West Coast Wing 
of ATC’s Pacific Division, with headquar- 
ters at Hamilton Field, Calif. During Janu- 
ary 1946, he was stationed at Hickam Field, 
Hawaii, as acting CG of the Pacific Divi- 
sion of ATC. He then was appointed CG 
of the West Coast Wing of ATC in San 
Francisco, Calif. 

General Strother entered the National 
War College in August 1946, and was gradu- 
ated the following June. That same month 
he became chief of the military Personnel 
Division at Air Force Headquarters, and 
after the establishment of USAF Headquar- 
ters in September was designated Director 
of Military Personnel in the office of the 
Deputy Chief of Staff for Personnel, In No- 
vember 1950 he was designated Assistant 
Deputy Chief of Staff for Personnel. 

General Strother was appointed special as- 
Sistant to the commander-in-chief of the 
U.S. Air Forces in Europe, with station at 
Wiesbaden, Germany, in March 1951, and 
later that month assumed command of the 
12th Air Force, also at Wiesbaden. 


GENERAL LEE on 14 Sept. 1944 became 
deputy CG for operations of the Ninth Air 
Force. In July, 1945 he was appointed chief 
of staff of the Ninth Air Force, and in Octo- 
ber of that year was assigned to the Theater 
enone Board for duty with the Air Sec- 

on. 

In January 1946 General Lee was assigned 
to Third Air Force headquarters at Tampa. 
Fla., where he became chief of the Plans 
Division. In April 1946 he was appointed 
chief of staff of the newly-organized Tactical 
Air Command, Langley Field, Va. In Sep- 
tember 1946 he became student in the first 
Class of the National War College. Upon 
completion of the course in July 1947 he re- 
turned to Tactical Air Command headquar- 
ters to become deputy commanding general.

Services Lose 3,000 
Women In 12 Months 


Women serving in the Armed Forces of 





the United States have been decreasing | 


steadily during the past 12 months, de- 
spite an intensive drive which was kicked 
off two years ago next month to build to- 
ward a total Service requirement of 72,000 
women. 

Latest available figures show that Serv- 
ice women now number approximately 
45,000 as compared with 48,000 a year ago. 
With the exception of the Marine Corps, 
comparatively heavy losses in both Regu- 
lar and Reserve personnel have been felt 
by all of the Services. 

From the Regular ranks, the Navy has 
lost 32 Wave officers and 103 Nurses, the 
Army has lost 42 WAC officers and 105 
Nurses, and the Air Force has lost eight 
WAF officers and 24 Nurses. In addition, 
the Army, Navy and Air Force have 
lost over 2,000 Regular enlisted women 
and approximately 500 Reserve enlisted 
women. 

The Marine Corps—the only Service 
to make gains in its Regular ranks— 
added 16 Regular Marine Women officers 
and 134 Regular enlisted women. 

Losses also have been heavy among Re- 
serve officers on active duty with a total

of about 300 going out in all four Serv- | 


ices. 

Observers said this week that some of 
the losses can be attributed to the neg- 
lected career attractions which also are 
causing difficulties in the male ranks. The 
slow promotion policy for Wave officers, 


observers believe, is partly responsible for | 


some of the Wave losses. 

It is expected that both of these fac- 
tors mav he discussed by the Defense Ad- 
visorvy Committee on Women in the Serv- 
ice when it meets early next month at 
the Pentagon. Chairman of the Commit- 
tee is Miss I.ena Ebling, Director of Per- 
sonnel for Sherwin-Williams.

Set Plans For Biggest 
Navy Day Since 1949 


Plans for the biggest Navy Day cele- 
bration since the controversial Louis 
Johnson ban of 1949 are now being 
completed. 

The national observance, abolished five 
years ago by then Secretary of Defense 
Johnson, will be restored this year to 
most, if not all, of its former splendor. 
By October 1954, Naval partisans are 
hopeful it will be placed back on the 
official calendar. 

The large-scale revival this year is in 
marked contrast to plans made in 1949 
when Secretary Johnson abolished the 
celebration in favor of an all-inclusive 
Armed Forces Day. 

Blasting Mr. Johnson’s order as “des- 
potic and dictatorial,” the Navy League 
of the United States (which has spon- 
sored the celebration since 1922) an- 
nounced it would go ahead with plans 
regardless. The Defense Secretary, in 
turn, made it known that active duty 
officers wouldn’t be permitted to 
participate. 

18 Principal Cities 

This year, top speakers, including the 
Secretary of the Navy and the Chief of 
Naval Operations—presumably with the 
approval of Secretary of Defense Charles 
E. Wilson—will address gatherings in 18 
of the nation’s principal cities. In addi- 
tion, 
will be held in cities and towns through- 
out the country. 

A Navy League official told THE 
JOURNAL, “It will be the biggest Navy Day 
celebration since 1949, and by next year 
we hope to have it fully restored.” 

The celebration this year will extend 
over a period of eight days, beginning 
with a kick-off speech by Under Secretary 
of the Navy Thomas S. Gates, jr., at a 
Navy League dinner in Philadelphia on 
23 Oct., and ending with an address by 
Rear Adm. H. H. McLean, Commandant 
of the Sixth Naval District, at a League 
dinner in Columbia, S. C., on 30 Oct. 

Navy Secretary Robert B. Anderson 
will speak at two League dinners, one in 
New York City (for which more than 
1,000 reservations are already in) on 26 
Oct., and the other in Chicago on Navy 
Day—the 27th. 

CNO in Pittsburgh 

The biggest affair of all will see the 
Chief of Naval Operations, Admiral Rob- 
ert B. Carney, addressing the Military 
Order of the World Wars at their annual 
meeting in Pittsburgh on the 27th. The 
MOWW will devote their entire day to 
the Navy, with all Navy speakers. 

Assistant Secretary of Defense Charles 
S. Thomas will speak at a Navy League 
Juncheon in Los Angeles on Navy Day, 
and at a League dinner in San Francisco 
the following night. 

Chairman Dewey Short (R-Mo.) of the 
House Armed Services Committee, will 
be the main speaker at a League dinner 
in San Diego on the 27th. 

Other top speakers around the country 
include Assistant SecNav Robert H. Fog- 
ler at Detroit; Vice Adm. Ralph A. Ofstie, 
DCNO, Air, at Seattle; Rear Adm. Ira H. 
Nunn, Navy Judge Advocate General, 
Hastings, Neb.; Rear Adm. Apollo Soucek, 
Chief of BuAer, McAlister, Okla. 

Also, Rear Adm. Leon J. Huffman, 
Chief of Staff and Aide to SACLANT, 
at Cincinnati; Rear Adm. John R. Red- 
man, Deputy Commander, Western Sea 
Frontier, at Reno; Rear Adm. DanGallery 
at Milwaukee and Akron, and former 
SecNav Dan A. Kimball at Kansas City, 
Mo. 

Full Cooperation 

Plans for the celebration were com- 
pleted by the Navy League staff, under 
the direction of League President Frank 
A. Hecht, and with the full cooperation 
of the Navy Department. Secretary of 
the Navy Anderson last June notified all 
ships and stations to cooperate with and 
support Navy League officials “in the 
attainment of mutual objectives.” 

During its battle with Mr. Johnson in 
1949, the League said it was perfectly 
willing to work toward a successful joint 
patriotic service day if one was “con- 
sidered in the national interest,” but 
added that it saw “no valid reason” to 
drop Navy Day. The celebration was re- 
vived in 1950, but has never regained its 
former stature until this year. 
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A Soldier’s FEC Farewell

“Though it 
comes of my own 
choosing, I find 
this parting with 
you—the men and 
women with 
whom I have been 
so closely associ- 
ated during the 
past year and a 
half— more _ diffi- 
cult than I had 
have relinquished many com- 
mands over the years. But this farewell 
differs from all others, not alone because 
it is the final one of my Army career, but 
because I am reluctant it sever my direct 
association with so noble a cause as that 
personified by the United Nations Command. 

“THIS STRUGGLE against Communist 
aggression, in which you and I have taken 
part—and which will continue to demand 
your utmost vigilance and fidelity—is unique 
in the history of mankind. Never before 
has a strong group of nations, acting under 
the authority of a permanent world organi- 
zation and by the free will of its members, 
fought together to achieve world freedom 
and world democracy. 

‘Our resistance to Communist imperialism 
and aggression in Korea has been a note- 
worthy demonstration—to vhe Communists 
as well as the rest of the world. 

“THROUGHOUT THE PERIOD in which 
I have had the honor of commanding United 
Nations forces, I have been deeply moved 
by the determination, the courage, and the 
heroism of these men and women of many 
nations who have come so far from their 
homelands to fight in the cause of humanity. 
I carry with me, as I depart from this scene, 
a vivid and indelible memory of your mag- 
nificent support, your active devotion to 
duty, and your unwavering loyalty to the 
ideals for which we stand. 

“T Jeave with you my eternal gratitude 
and my most fervent hopes for a future in 
which your sacrifices will be rewarded by 
the blessings of lasting peace and freedom. 

“It has been a privilege to have been your 
Commander. May God be with each of you."

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Complete Text of The New Air Force Temporary Promotion Regulation 


SECTION 1—GENERAL 

1, Purpose. This regulation prescribes the 
policy, policy background, and procedures 
for effecting temporary promotion of officers 
on active duty to the grades of captain, 
major, lieutenant colonel, and colonel, USAF. 

2. Scope. The policy and procedures out- 
lined herein apply to all officers serving on 
active duty in grades of captain, major and 
lieutenant colonel, regardless of component, 
and all officers in grades of first lieutenant 
except medical, dental and veterinary first 
lieutenants. 

3. Authority. Authority for 
promotions is contained in Sec 515, 
80th Congress. 

4. Appointment of Selection Boards. 

a. Selection of officers for temporary pro- 
motion will be accomplished through selec- 
tion boards convened for such purpose at the 
discretion of the Secretary of the Air Force. 
Selection boards will operate in accordance 
with the policies and procedures set forth in 
this regulation. 

b. Normally, the commanders of the fol- 
lowing air commands are authorized to con- 
vene selection boards composed of not less 
than five members and a non-voting recorder 
for the purpose of selecting and recommend- 
ing officers assigned to their commands (ex- 
clusive of medical service officers and chap- 
lains) for promotion to captain, major, lieu- 
tenant colonel and colonel: 

Air Defense Command

e. It may be necessary under circumstances 
such as small quotas and/or small numbers 
of eligibles to withdraw selection authority 
temporarily from a command.

When selection authority is with- 
drawn all eligible officers in the grade or 
grades concerned who would normally be 
considered by the command will be consid- 
ered for initial selection by Central Selec- 
tion Boards. 

f. Membership of all selection boards will 
include appropriate non-regular representa- 
tion. 

g. Each board member must be serving in 
a higher grade than the active duty grade of 
any officer being considered and, if practica- 
ble, should be senior in permanent grade. 
In addition, where practicable, the President 
of a selection board should hold at least the 
following grade.

5. Quotas. Hq USAF will allocate quotas to 
the various commands having selection au- 
thority. Quotas will be based on vacancies 
compared with the number of officers report- 
ed eligible on an Air Force-wide basis and 
the promotion system directed for each 
grade. Upward adjustments of announced 
quotas will not be made. 

6. Female Officers. Female officers will not 
be considered for promotion to the grade of 
colonel. 

7. Promotion of Medical, Dental and Vet- 
erinary First Lieutenants. Promotion of 











these officers will be accomplished under the 
provisions of Air Force Letter 36-25, as 
amended. 

8. Consideration of officers in missing, 
missing in action, or prisoner of war status. 
Eligible officers in these categories who are 
dropped from the rolls of the command of 
last assignment prior to the announced cut- 
off date will be considered for promotion at 
Hq USAF. Eligible officers dropped from 
the rolls of the command of last assignment 
on or subsequent to the announced cut-off 
date will be considered by that command. 
Officers in these categories whose selection 
for promotion is approved by appropriate ap- 
proving authority will be promoted as if they 
were present for duty. 

SECTION II—BACKGROUND AND BASIC 
PRINCIPLES 

9. Purpose of Temporary Promotions, The 
temporary promotion program is an admin- 
istrative tool designed to meet those grade 
requirements that cannot or should not be 
met by other means. The scope of the pro- 
gram is dependent on the number of vacan- 
cies available within each fiscal year and will 
fluctuate accordingly. 

10. Objective of Policy. 
motion program is 
strength of the active force exceeds the 
authorized strength of the regular establish- 
ment. Under these conditions the temporary 
promotion program becomes the main tool by 
which officers are advanced in grade to meet 
the requirements of the active force. How- 
ever, it must be appreciated that the very 
composition, size, and deployment of the 
present active duty force precludes the pos- 
sibility of drawing up a temporary promo- 
tion system which would satisfy everyone 
whom it affects. It must be recognized that 
any approved program will necessarily be a 
compromise of one sort or another. Never- 
theless, the importance of the program both 
to the Air Force and to the individual dic- 
tates that it be based on sound principles and 
practices. It must be aimed at contributing 
in every way possible to the accomplishment 
of the over-all mission of the Service. It 
must take into consideration not only the 
obvious necessity of advancing those officers 
who are best qualified to perform the duties 
of a higher grade, but also the necessity of 
providing reasonable opportunity for the ad- 
vancement of the large group of officers 
whose capabilities and morale largely deter- 
mine the efficiency of the Air Force. There- 
fore, the policy and procedures outlined in 
this regulation are aimed at meeting the fol- 
lowing objective: 

“To select the most suitable officers avail- 
able consistent with promoting and main- 


taining the highest possible standard of 
efficiency and morale throughout the Air 
Force.”’ 


11. Basic Principles. In meeting the above 
objective the following basic principles must 
be adhered to insofar as possible and prac- 
ticable: 

a. Selection boards for each grade should 
operate under standard procedures. 
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b. The procedures must directly reflect the | 


adequacy of records available to selection 
boards. Selection boards must not be forced 
to make finer distinctions of relative merit 
than can be reasonably substantiated by rec- 
ords available. 

c. Competence and seniority must each 
play an important part in selection for pro- 
motion. However, neither should be permit- 
ted to override the other entirely. 

d. To permit the selection of the most suit- 
able officers available and to provide the nec- 
essary incentive there must always be a 
channel for the promotion of officers ahead 
of their turn in terms of seniority. At the 
same time, there should always be provi- 
sion for the orderly advancement of the de- 
pendable and typically effective officers where 
Air Force grade requirements permit. 

e. Officers should be permitted to advance 
out-of-turn of seniority only when they have 
demonstrated exceptional ability. 

f. Where no significant differences in abil- 
ity can be determined between officers, rela- 
tive promotion suitability for the officers con- 
cerned should be based on seniority. 

g. No officer should be promoted if there 
is any doubt that he is entirely suitable to 
perform adequately in the higher grade. 

h. The dangers of premature assessments 
of ability should be avoided. 

i. In keeping with the efficient accomplish- 
ment of the missions of the various com- 
mands, major commanders should always 
have some prerogative in selecting officers 
for temporary promotion. 

j. It is at least equally important to isolate 
officers who should not be promoted as it is 
to isolate those who should be promoted with- 
in quota limitations. Therefore, equal, if 
not greater importance, should be placed on 
isolating officers not qualified for promotion 
as on isolating those who are exceptional. 

k. Officers in all grades concerned should, 
if possible and practicable, be able to fore- 
east when they will be eligible for considera- 
tion for temporary promotion and their op- 
portunities for selection. 








THE FULL STORY 


THE JOURNAL is pleased to publish 
herewith the complete text of the 
proposed AF regulation on tempo- 
rary promotions. Admittedly, it’s a 
complex document, necessarily so 
because it is intended to provide 
long-range policies under varying 
conditions. 

Publication of the complete text 
is in accord with the ambitious effort 
the Air Force is undertaking to ac- 
quaint all of its officers with details 
of the new program. Special teams 
from Headquarters will be sent to 
major commands. Commanders will 
be encouraged to disseminate the 
promotion policy and procedures as 
widely as possible. 

As a result, morale is certain to 
be enhanced. The Air Force will win 
plaudits for its decision to lay all 
the cards on the table where all of 
its 134,000 officers will be able to fol- 
low the promotion play. 





SECTION II—INFLUENCING FACTORS 

12, Records. There are definite limitations 
in the tools available in measuring an offi- 
cer’s qualifications for promotion. These 
limitations stem mainly from the lack of ade- 
quate records on many Reserve officers in 
all grades, a general lack of information 
available on all officers in the junior grades, 
and from the difficulty of utilizing effective- 
ness reports and other information in the 
records to make fine distinctions between of- 
ficers of the same relative merit. 

13. Promotion Vacancies. The number of 
grade vacancies for temporary promotion 
will vary from one fiscal year to another. 
The policy and procedures must be sufficient- 
ly flexible to operate under widely varying 
ecnditions. 

SECTION IV—POLICY 

14. Selection Systems. Policies governing 
delegation of authority to make initial selec- 
tions for promotion must be flexible enough 
to operate smoothly and logically under wide- 
ly varying conditions. Conditions may arise 
where the small number of promotion va- 
cancies in any grade may either preclude 
any allotment of quotas to commands or at 
least dictate that a portion of the vacancies 
be withheld for competition among officers 
Air Force-wide. Therefore, to provide for 


the necessary flexibility, selection fer pro- | 


motion will be accomplished under one of 
the following selection systems: 

a. Decentralized. Under this system com- 
mand boards will make all initial selections 
in accordance with prescribed selection pro- 
cedures for the grades concerned. Command 
recommendations will be reviewed by a cen- 
tral review board convened at Hq USAF. The 
quotas will reflect the actual number of pro- 
motions authorized for each command. 

b. Centralized. Under this system com- 
mands will select officers to be considered by 
a central board convened at Hq USAF. Nor- 
mally, commands will be permitted to recom- 
mend sufficient officers to provide for the 
selection of one out of every five eligibles in 
the central selections. 

c. Partially Centralized. Under this system 
commands will always be guaranteed a por- 
tion of the promotions they would receive 
under the decentralized system. Commands 
will select and recommend one-fifth of their 
eligible officers in the grade concerned. 
Enough promotion vacancies will be withheld 
for central competition so that this number 
as compared to the number of officers enter- 
ing central competition is always 1:5. Un- 
der this system commands will be guaranteed 
the following proportions of the quota of 
promotions they would normally receive un- 
der decentralized system.

d, Each program, comd will be informed 
which selection system will apply for each 
grade and the reasons therefor. 

15. Eligibility Criteria. Eligibility criteria 
will be announced by Hq USAF for each pro- 
motion program. 

16. General Selection Policy. The selection 
policy must meet three principal require- 
ments. It must minimize the weaknesses in 
the records available to selection boards. It 
must standardize selection procedures Air 





Force-wide, It must, insofar as practicable 
provide officers with a means of measuring 
their opportunities for promotion. Therefore 
it is necessary not only to limit selection 
boards in assessing the suitability of officers 
for promotion but also to restrict out-of-turn 
promotion as conditions dictate. Accordingly, 
selections will be accomplished under the 
following general policy: 

a. Selection boards will make only the fol- 
lowing broad assessments of merit of officers 
being considered: 

(1) Exceptionally well qualified (EWQ) 

(2) Qualified Beyond Doubt (QBD) 

(3) Not yet qualified (NYQ) 

b. Finer distinctions of merit within each 
broad category will be based on seniority in 
grade. 

ce. Promotion out-of-turn of seniority wil] 
be permitted only for officers who demon- 
strate exceptional ability. 

d. Out-of-turn promotion will be restricted 
for promotion to captain, major and liev- 
tenant colonel as follows: 

(1) The number of Ist lieutenants to be 
assessed as EWQ will not exceed 5% of the 
eligibles or 20% of the quota, whichever is 
less. Under this restriction at least 80% of 
any quota will be filled by promotion of 
officers from the QBD zone. 

(2) The number of captains to be assessed 
as EWQ will not exceed 10% of the eligibles 
or 40% of the quota, whichever is less. Under 
this restriction at least 60% of any quota 
will be filled by promotion of officers from 
the QBD zone. 

(3) The number of majors to be assessed 
as EWQ will not exceed 15% of the eligibles 
or 60% of the quota, whichever is less. Under 
this restriction at least 40% of any quota 
will be filled by promotion of officers from 
the EBD zone. No restrictions are placed on 
the number of lieutenant colonels who may 
be assessed as EWQ. 

e. When it is necessary to utilize the 
partially centralized or centralized selection 
systems for grades where restrictions are 
imposed on out-of-turn promotion, the re 
strictions for the grade or grades concerned 
will be lifted for that particular selection. 
SECTION V—SELECTION PROCEDURES 

17. Where restrictions are imposed. Selec- 
tion boards will adhere to the following pro- 
cedures in those grades where restrictions 
on assessments of EWQ are imposed. 

a, Selection boards will first determine the 
portion of the quota that must be filled by 
selection of officers from the QBD zone and 
the portion that may be filled from the EWQ 
zone. 

b. Selection boards will then consider offi- 
cers in order of seniority established in ac- 
cordance with AFR 35-54, selecting those 
who are suitable for promotion (QBD or 
EWQ) and passing over those who are NYQ 
for promotion, until enough officers are 
selected to meet the number that must be 
selected from the QBD zone. 

ec. Boards will then continue considering 
officers in order of seniority to isolate and 
select those who are deemed to be EWQ until 
enough have been selected to fill the portion 
of the quota that may be filled from the 
EW zone. If there are not enough EW to 
fill this portion of the quota, the unfilled por- 
tion will be filled by selection of additional 
officers who are QBD, beginning with the 
most senior QBD officer not selected. 

d. Officers selected by commands under the 
above selection process will be listed in strict 
order of seniority when commands forward 
their recommended lists to Hq USAF. 

e. Commands will not utilize the above pro- 
cedures when selecting officers for further 
consideration under a partially centralized 
system. 

18. Where restrictions are not imposed 
Selection boards will adhere to the following 
procedures in those grades where restrictions 
on assessments of EWQ are not imposed. 

a. Selection boards will consider officers in 
order of seniority established in accordance 
with AFR 35-54. 

b. Officers will be assessed 

(1) EWQ, or 

(2) QBD, or 

(3) NYQ. 

ec. Promotions will be limited to officers 
placed in the EWQ or QBD category. Officers 
will be selected from these categories in the 
following order: 

(1) In order of seniority from those as 
sessed as EWQ, up to the limit of the quota 
and then 

(2) If the quota exceeds the number 4° 
sessed as EWQ, the remainder will be filled 
by selection of officers in order of seniorit} 
from the QBD zone. 3 

d. When the above selection procedure }s 
used commands will place officers on thelr 
recommended lists in the order established 
by the selection process. 

SECTION VI—ELIMINATION 


19. Selection Board Action. 

a. Upon completing the selections for Pro 
motion, selection boards will review the 
records of officers not selected who have com

b. The names of those deemed to be NYQ 
for temporary promotion to the next higher 
grade will be submitted to Hq USAF under 
a separate board report for further con- 
sideration. Records of 2d lieutenants will be 
reviewed by the board which considered offi- 
cers for temporary promotion to the grade 
of captain. 

20. Central Board Action. 

a, Upon receipt of the above lists of officers 
and upon completion of its normal function 
in the selection for promotion process, the 
Central Review Board, or the Central Selec- 
tion Board, as appropriate, will review the 
records of the officers listed in b. above and 


will make one of the following recommenda- | 


tions: 
(1) That no action be taken, 


(2) That the officer be removed from the | 


zone of eligibility for temporary promotion, 


(3) That the officer be removed from the | 


zone of eligibility for temporary promotion 
and that action under AFR 36-2 be instituted. 

b. Where the Central Board recommends 
that no action be taken, the cases of the 
officers concerned will be closed.

21. Restoration to Eligibility. Upon recom- 
mendation of major commanders and subject 
to the approval of the Deputy Chief of Staff, 
Personnel, Hq USAF, officers removed from 
eligibility for temporary promotion may be 
restored to the zone of consideration. Recom- 
mendations for restoration will include de- 
tailed information supporting the recom- 
mendation. Although a recommendation for 
restoration may be submitted at any time 
major commanders will ensure that the 
records of all officers removed from eligi- 
bility are reviewed in June each year to 
ascertain whether restoration or action under 
AFR 36-2 should be recommended or whether 
no action should be taken. 

22. Resignation or Retirement. Any officer 
selected for removal from the eligibility zone 
or for action under AFR 36-2 may submit 
his resignation or, if eligible, application for 
honorable discharge or retirement, as ap- 


propriate, under current regulations. Addi- 
tionally, reserve officers may request im- 


mediate release from active military service 
and, if eligible, transfer to the Retired Re- 
serve. 


SECTION VII—GUIDANCE TO SELECTION 
BOARDS 

23. Factors to be Evaluated. 

_a, Board members will base their qualita- 
tive assessments of officers primarily on the 
following: 

(1) Performance. 

_ (a) What is his level of performance as in- 
dicated by general efficiency ratings”? 

(b) Is his performance consistently high 


or low, or is it erratic indicating that the | 


officer blows hot and cold? 

(2) Breadth of Experience. 

_ (a) Type of assignments. Has the officer 
held a variety of responsible jobs or has he 
held a single or perhaps a succession of 
routine and uncomplicated jobs? Do the job 
assignments reflect steady upward develop- 
ment or has he been periodically moved down 
to less responsible positions. 
_ (b) Technical Competence. How extensive 
is his job knowledge?

(3) Potential. 

(a) To what extent has he demonstrated 
qualities of leadership? 

(b) To what extent has he demonstrated 
creativeness and initiative? 

‘c) To what extent has he shown versatility 
and ability to perform in varying circum- 
stances and/or in a wide variety of assign- 
ments? ; 

d) To what extent does he possess maturity 
and stability of judgment? : 

(e) To what extent does he possess the 
necessary over-all background?

b. Use of Numerical Assessment System. 
practice of reducing records to a numeri- 





cal total by weighting various factors in the 
records is not precluded. However, if a 
numerical weighting system is adopted by 
boards, factors such as education, total serv- 
ice, active duty time-in-grade, and age, will 
not be included in the computations. These 
factors, as such, should not be included in 
any qualitative measurement of merit, as 
they have no direct relationship to ability. 
Only the result of service, education, and 
time-in-grade should be measured, The de 
gree to which officers have benefited from 
service and education should be apparent 
from an evaluation of the factors outlined in 
a above.

a. Exceptionally well qualified. Assess-

qualified regardless of relative seniority and

QBD should be reserved for officers who are 
qualified beyond any doubt to perform ade- 
quately in a higher grade, but who should 
not necessarily be advanced prior to all their 
seniors in grade who are similarly qualified. 

c. Not yet qualified, This is possibly the 
most important feature of the_ selection 
process. Officers should be placed in this 
category when there is any doubt that they 
should be promoted, either by reason of lack 
of experience, weaknesses in performance of 
duty, or for any other cause which may 
cast doubt on their ability to carry the re- 
sponsibilities of a higher grade. This is 
especiaily true under a system where sen- 
iority may force the promotion of marginal 
officers who are not placed in this category. 
Generally, three classes of officers should 
normally be placed in this category: 

(1) Promising but not ready for advance- 
ment at time of consideration, This category 
will include officers whose experience in 
grade or performance of duty precludes 
reasonable assurance that they are able to 
perform adequately in the higher grade but 
who can be expected to become qualified be- 
yond doubt in the future. 

(2) In or beyond the highest grade 
which capable of serving effectively. 

(3) Unsuitable for continued commissioned 
service. If all officers who are unsuitable or 
are doubtfully suitable are placed in this 
category under each program, any errors in 
final selections of officers for promotion will 
be minimized as only truly promotable offi- 
cers will be involved. Thus, the importance 
of this feature of the selection process can- 
not be over-emphasized.

b. Partially Centralized. When initial se- 
lections are partially centralized, names of | 
officers recommended for promotion by each 
command will be furnished Central Review 
Boards in the order of priority established 
in the selection process. The Review Boards 
will select officers on a fully qualified basis 
up to the limit of the portion of the quota 
guaranteed each command. The remainder | 
will be subject to further competition and | 
selection by the Review Boards.

Miscellanéous Instructions. 


a. Recommended Lists. Officers finally ap- 
proved for promotion may be promoted at 
one time or in increments from command 
recommended lists as vacancies and budget- 
ary limitations permit. Promotions will be 
made from these lists in order of seniority. 
When officers are promoted in increments, 
the numbers to be promoted from each com- 
mand list will be proportionate to the total 
number of officers in each grade on the list 
as compared to the total number of promo- 
tions which may be made to each grade. 


b. Removal of an Officer's Name from a 
Recommended List. Since it is probable that 
some officers may be carried on recommended 
lists for extended periods, provision must 
be made to remove an officer's name from 
a list when it is determined he has subse- 
quently become unsuitable for promotion. 
Major commanders, therefore, may at any 
time recommend the removal of an officer’s 
name from a recommended list when it is 
determined that the officer has become un- 
suitable for promotion.

28, Promotion Orders: 

a, All promotions governed by this regula- 
tion are temporary and are effected by di- 
rection of the President under the provisions 
of Section 515. Officer Personnel Act of 1947 


(Public Law 381, 80th Congress, contained 
in the Air Force Bulletin No. 7, 1951). | 
b. Common dates of rank will be used | 


throughout the Air Force for officers pro- | 
moted to higher temporary USAF grades, 
regardless of the actual dates of promotion | 
orders issued by promoting authorities. How- 
ever, dates of rank will be adjusted for any 
officer promoted to a temporary grade who 
has previously served on active duty in an 
equivalent or higher grade unless the officer 
was reduced from such grade for cause. 

ce. Adjusted dates of rank under the cur- | 
rent program will be determined by carrying 
back from the common date of rank (date | 
specified by Headquarters USAF) a period 
of time equal to the total length of service 
previously performed while on extended ac- | 


tive duty in a grade equal to or higher than 
that to which promoted. When determining | 
creditable service for adjusting dates of rank 
for temporary promotion purposes, service 
under ‘‘USAF-Spot’’ appointments will be 
counted. However, service under terminal 
leave promotion and short tours of active 
duty will be disregarded. 

d. To insure uniformity the following will 
be used as a guide for the preparation and 
publication of Special Orders: 

‘“‘DP announcement is made of the tempo- 
rary promotion of the following-named 
(grade) to the grade of (grade), USAF, un- 
der the provisions of Section 515, Officer Per- 
sonnel Act of 1947, with rank from (date of 
rank prescribed) unless otherwise indicated.”’ 

e. When officers currently hold ‘‘USAF- 
Spot’’ appointments in the higher grade to 
which being promoted in the USAF, the fol- 
lowing additional information will be in- 
cluded in the promotion orders: 

“USAF-Spot Appointment in grade of 
(grade) of officers whose names are preceded 
by the symbol (*) are hereby vacated.’’ 

f. Extreme care must be exercised to in- 
sure the accuracy of information contained 
in the promotion orders. All possible checks 
should be made to make certain all officers 
concerned are serving on active duty at the 
time of issuance of orders. 

g. In announcing temporary promotions, 
this regulation as well as the communication 
advising final actions by Headquarters USAF 
will be cited as authority for issuance of 
orders. Such orders must be furnished each 
individual and command concerned, par- 
ticularly when an officer has been reassigned 
to another major air command. Immediately 
following publication of orders, each com- 
mander effecting temporary promotion of 
officers under the provisions of this regula- 
tion will send by numbered letters of trans- | 
mittal one copy of each promotion order 
issued for each officer promoted with 10 ad- 
ditional copies to the Director of Military 
Personnel, Headquarters USAF, ATTEN- 
TION: Promotions and Separations Division, 
Washington 25, D. C. 

h. In the publication of special order an- | 
nouncing the promotion of officers, the pro- 
visions of paragraph 15, Chapter 1, AFM 
30-3, are waived, (This paragraph requires 
that orders include the unit designation, 
the address of the unit, and the major air 
command assignment of each person named.) | 
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29. Declination of Promotion: 


a. Every officer promoted to a higher grade 
shall be deemed for all purposes to have ac- 
cepted his promotion upon the date of the 
order announcing it unless he shall expressly 
decline such promotion, Acceptance of pay 
or wearing of insignia of a higher grade con- 
stitutes prima facie evidence of acceptance 
of promotion. Officers declining promotions 
as announced in Special Orders will be re- 
quired to tender declinations over their per- 
sonal signatures. The following format is 
considered appropriate: 

“I, (full name and service number), de- 
cline temporary promotion to the grade of 
(grade) USAF as announced in (paragraph 
and Special Order No., issuing headquarters 
and date of Order).”’ 

b. Appropriate entry will be made in item 
42 (remarks) of officer’s qualification records 
as follows: 

‘‘Declined promotion to (grade and date).”’ 

c. Upon receipt of declination, action will 
be taken to revoke the promotion. 

d. Original of declination with two copies 
of orders announcing revocation of promo- 








tion will be furnished Director of Military 
Personnel, Headquarters USAF, ATTEN- 
TION: Promotions and Separations Division, 
with least practicable delay. 

30. Additional Instructions. 

Additional instruction of a non-permanent 
nature will be forwarded to commands at the 
time a temporary promotion program is an- 
nounced. 
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on the necessity for boards to identify 
officers who should not be promoted. 

“This is possibly the most important 
feature of the selection process,’ the 
regulation states. “Officers should be 
placed in this category when there is any 
doubt that they should be promoted, 
either by reason of lack of experience, 
weakness in performance of duty, or for 
any other cause which may cast doubt 
on their ability to carry the responsibili- 
ties of a higher grade. 

“This is especially true under a system 
where seniority may force the promotion 
of marginal officers who are not placed 
in this category,” the regulation adds. 

The promotion policy is intended “to 
permit the selection of the most suitable 
officers available and to provide the neces- 
sary incentive.” 

It says that “competence and seniority 
must each play an important part,” but 
comments that “neither should be per- 
mitted to override the other entirely.” 

To insure maximum flexibility, ‘the 
regulation provides for centralized, de- 
centralized or partially centralized selec- 
tion procedures. 

For the upcoming promotions, selec- 
tions will be decentralized for captain, 
major and lieutenant colonel, but will be 
centralized for colonel. 

The regulation provides “guidance” for 
selection boards as to factors to be 
evaluated and seeks to the extent pos- 
sible to make certain that selections are 
made on a standardized basis throughout 
the Air Force.

A veteran of World War II, he earned 
the nation’s highest award when, as a 
member of Company H, 7th Infantry 
Regiment, 3rd Infantry Division, he 
made a heroic stand against a Chinese 
Communist attack during the night of 
24-25 April 1951, near Taejon-Ni, Korea.

In order to protect 
him from possible enemy reprisals dur- 
ing his captivity, the Defense Depart- 
ment did not release the news of the 
award until after he was repatriated.

ment for annual selection boards under 
the latter Act.” 

In answer to questions put by Tue 
JOURNAL, however, Captain Wood said 
that perhaps the wording in this sentence 
was not as explicit as it should be. He 
said he was not asked to rule whether 
the Secretary is under a legal obligation 
to convene annual Wave boards, but in- 
stead he was asked to rule on whether the 
Secretary was under such an obligation 
in a year in which there were no vacan- 
cies, and that his decision pertains only 
to that question. 

He said, “This opinion is predicated 
upon the supposition that there are no 
vacancies coming up in the fiscal vear 
1955.” 

One Vacancy Due 


Observers noted that at least one va- 
cancy will occur, since Commander Bess 
Dunn will be retired for age on 1 Noy. 
1955, and that the Integration Act pro- 
vides that the Secretary must take into 
consideration “any vacancies occurring 
within the ensuing 12-month period.” 

Advocates of better promotion policies 
for the Waves still maintain that it is 
essential to open up promotion oppor- 
tunities for the Navy women if they are 
to remain an effective organization. 

They note that for every officer who is 
promoted to commander in the Regular 
Wave Line (and only six have been so 
promoted since 1948), promotion oppor. 
tunities are opened up for 23 other Wave 
officers. Conversely, by withholding one 
Wave Line promotion to commander the 
Navy holds up not one but 24 officers.

Nursery Tickets at Bargain 
@ CRAIG AFB, ALA. Bargain days have ar- 
rived at the Base Nursery with the selling 
of tickets good for 25 hours of child care. The 
tickets have been made available as a con- 
venience and as a savings to nursery users. 

A saving of $1.25 is possible by buying 
the one child ticket which allows 25 hours 
of nursery care for the sum of $5. The normal 
charge for one child is 25 cents per hour. 

Other bargain tickets are available accord- 
ing to the number of children utilizing the 
nursery. A ticket for two children gives 25 
hours’ care for each child for $8, a three child 
ticket costs $10.50 and a four child ticket 
is available for $12.50. 

The bargain ticket is sub-divided into sec- 
tions representing hours and half-hours in 
order that one may be cancelled each time 
the nursery is used. 

Regular rates for children are: one child, 
25 cents: two children, 40 cents: three chil- 
dren, 50 cents; four children, 60 cents, and 
five children, 70 cents. 

No time limit is placed on using of the 
tickets and any unused portion is refundable 
in the event of a transfer or discharge. A 
ticket purchased in October is good in No- 
vember, December or later until the 25 hours 
have been used. 

Nursery facilities are for the airmen, offi- 
cers and civil service employees of Craig 
and for guests of the eligible personnel. A 
registered nurse is on duty at all times and 
supervised play is conducted until bedtime 
each evening.

Services Preparedness Subcommittee to 
begin a study of the problem. 

Senator Leverett Saltonstall (R-Mass.), 
chairman of both the subcommittee and 
the full committee, disclosed that the 
“highly classified” study would be 
directed by Robert C. Sprague, chairman 
of the board of the Sprague Electric Com- 
pany of North Adams (Mass.) 

Announcement of the study coincided 
with a demand by Senator Estes 
Kefauver (D-Tenn.) for a “complete re- 
view” of the subject and prompt hearings 
by the full committee. He asked that 
Secretary of Defense Charles E. Wilson, 
Admiral Arthur W. Radford, chairman 
of the Joint Chiefs of Staff, and the 
Atomic Energy Commission be called for 
testimony on the status of the United 
States’ continental defenses. 

The survey is aimed at reducing to 
“simple terms” the “highly technical 
problem” of Russia’s bombing capabili- 
ties and our defense against such an 
attack. 

Senator Saltonstall noted that Mr. 
Sprague was “uniquely qualified” to 
direct the subcommittee inquiry, and 
added that the group was “fortunate” in 
having him “head up this important 
study.” 

Mr. Sprague was President Eisenhow- 
er’s original choice for Under Secretary 
of the Air Force, but refused to sell his 
stock in the Sprague Company in order 
to accept the post.

in subject matter from electronic repair 
to demolitions. The student body includes 
military and civilian personnel of the 
Department of Defense and officers and 
enlisted men of friendly foreign nations. 
Officers’ courses are directed towards tac- 
tics and techniques from an engineering 
viewpoint, while enlisted courses teach 
specific skills such as construction fore- 
manship, map compilation, diesel engine 
repair, heavy equipment operation, sur- 
veying and water supply. Facilities in- 
clude a library, bookstore, demolition 
areas, repair shops, soils laboratory, as- 
phalt plant, planetarium and sites for 
operation of heavy construction equip- 
ment, fixed and floating bridge construc- 
tion and quarrying. About 12,000 students 
are graduated annually. 

The Department of Extension Instruc- 
tion supports non-resident individual and 
unit training. Individual enrollments in 
extension courses currently exceed 8.000. 
Training literature and instructional pro- 
grams are furnished to Reserve, National 
Guard, ROTC and Regular engineer units. 
The Department of Training Publications 
coordinates doctrine and technical engi- 
neer matters within the School and with 


other agencies, and prepares field man- | 


uals, technical manuals, training circu- 
lars, study guides, lubrication orders and 
preventive maintenance manuals. Graph- 
ic training aids and training films for 
instruction in engineer subjects are also 
prepared here. 

The Engineer Replacement Training 
Center, Col. Kingsley S. Andersson com- 
manding, trains newly-inducted and en- 
listed troops for service in the Corps 
of Engineers. During World War II the 
ERTC turned out thousands of skilled 
enlisted specialists, and when the Korean 
outbreak made heavy demands on engi- 
neer manpower the Center was reacti- 
vated to meet this need. Since 1950 it has 
sent to engineer units over the globe 
30,000 men as combat engineers, while 
providing 3,000 small unit leaders and 
several thousand additional engineer 
snecialists, such as masons, carpenters, 
plumbers, etc. 


This activity is scheduled to be closed 
by 31 Dec. as an economy move, accord- 
ing to a recent Department of the Army 
announcement. Thereafter all Engineer 
replacements will be trained at Ft. 
Leonard Wood, Mo. 


The Engineer Officers Candidate 
School, under the command of Col. Philip 
Y. Browning, is charged with producing 
graduates who are physically and tech- 
nically qualified for duty as junior officers 
in the Corps of Engineers. 

To accomplish its mission TEOCS 
works hand-in-hand with The Engineer 
School whose staff and faculty provide 
technical instruction for the candidates. 
Approximately seventy per cent of the 
instruction given during the twenty-two 
week OCS course is furnished by The 
Engineer School. The cadre officers of 
TEOCS conduct training in the fields of 
leadership, discipline and physical fitness. 
It is the aim of the school to produce 
graduates who are not only qualified in 
the more obvious attributes of an Engi- 








neer officer but also to produce men who | 


are thoroughly indoctrinated with a true 
understanding of the responsibilities of 
commissioned service. 


Since the school’s reactivation in Sep- 
tember of 1951, TEOCS has graduated 
1,547 new second lieutenants into the 
Corps of Engineers. Many of its grad- 
uates are now serving with engineer units 
of the Eighth Army in Korea. 

The Engineer Research and Develop- 
ment Laboratories, commanded by Col. 
Herbert Milwit, conducts research and 
development programs pertaining to 
engineer material required for military 
operations. Applying the vastly acceler- 
ated scientific and technological advances 
now being made to engineer equipment, 
they strive to keep engineer equipment 
in a state of readiness to meet all military 
requirements. 

The wide scope of the laboratory pro- 
gram makes any listing of their develop- 
ments necessarily incomplete, but men- 
tion of a few recent achievements may 
give some indication of the fields covered.

Gasoline Engines 


Through the efforts of ERDL and in 
cooperation with industry, gasoline 
engines with standardized high-mortality 
parts have been introduced into procure- 
ment channels for the entire Department 
of Defense during the past 12 months. 
In these engines, the numbers of differ- 
ent sizes and types of internal moving 
parts have been reduced 95 per cent. 


The past year also saw the successful 
aerial delivery of a complete family of 
Phase I Airborne Construction Equip- 
ment developed here. In a single opera- 
tion, 40 items of machinery were success- 
fully air-dropped. 

Development of a new family of bridges 
is nearing completion at ERDL. For ex- 
ample, a new aluminum floating foot- 
bridge has been standardized, and many 
miles of new divisional floating bridge 
have already been procured. A new divi- 
sional fixed bridge is now in limited pro- 
curement. 


These represent but a small portion of 
the research and development work con- 
ducted at the Laboratories. Other fields 
of active interest. include roads and air- 
field construction methods, camouflage, 
mine detection, arctic, desert and tropic 
problems, surveying, map compilation 
and reproduction, packaging, infrared, 
petroleum distribution, water supply and 
prefab buildings. 


The Regiment 


These major activities are supported by 
The Engineer Center Regiment, com- 
manded by Col. C. R. Blomme. The regi- 
ment provides permanent-party support 
for students and post administrative per- 
sonnel. The 79th Engineer Construction 
Group, Col. Edmund M. Fry, Command- 
ing, is composed of 2 battalions, 6 sepa- 
rate companies and 12 detachments, and 
has the following missions: training of 
general reserve units, support of The 
Engineer School, service testing and sup- 
port of ROTC and ORC summer camps. 
The service testing mission is accom- 
plished by assigning test projects to units 
commensurate with their T/O&E mission. 
For example, the attached Engineer 
Pipeline Company tests all equipment 
allied to pipeline construction and the 
Float Bridge Company, located at Prince, 
West Virginia, tests all floating bridge 
equipment. 

The Engineer Center obtains excellent 
medical support from the Fort Belvoir 
U. S. Army Hospital, commanded by Col. 
J. T. McGibony. This cantonment hospital, 
constructed during the early days of 
World War II, has been completely re- 
modeled and redecorated during the past 
18 months. 

The Engineer Center takes pride in its 
ability to support the Army by producing 
trained engineer soldiers and by develop- 
ing new equipment and techniques which 
will enhance the fighting qualities of the 
Army. 
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Fairchild Wins Contract 
To Build C-123 Transpts. 


An Air Force contract to build an un- 
disclosed number of C-123 assault trans- 
ports has been awarded to the Fairchild 
Airplane and Engine Corp. of Hagers- 
town, Md. 

The company takes over production of 
the plane, designed for landing on un- 
prepared fields in aerial assaults, from 
the Kaiser Company whose contract to 
build the C-123 was canceled last June 
after a stormy investigation. The C-123 
was developed and buillt originally by 
the Chase Aaircraft Co., of which Kaiser 
at one time bought a controlling interest. 

Fairchild is an old hand at building 
transports. Their C-119 Flying Boxcar, a 
paratroop and tactical cargo transport, 
has been operating in great numbers in 
this country and in Korea, Africa and 
Europe. The Marine Corps also uses it 
under the designation R4Q. Quantities 
also have been delivered to the Royal 
Canadian Air Force and the Belgian Air 
Force and more are to be sent to Italy 
and India. 

The older C-82 “Packet” continues in 
service in this country and Europe. Mean- 
while, Fairchild has developed the ad- 
vanced C-119H with improved flight and 
landing characteristics and the experi- 
mental XC-120 “Pack Plane” with detach- 
able cargo pod. 

The Chase C-123 was designed to carry 
troops and equipment from short fields. 
It carries 60 troops or 50 litters plus six 
ambulatory patients and six attendants. 
One experimental model, the XC-123A 
has four J-47 Turbo jet General Electric 
engines. 

Kaiser reportedly had been contracted 


to build 244 C-123s at a cost of $198- 
million. After a hearing, during which 


Kaiser was accused of “excessive costs,” 
the AF withdrew the C-123 contract and 
also dropped the remainder of Kaiser's 
order for Fairchild’s C-119 Boxcars. 
There was testimony that Kaiser’s C- 
119 planes were costing the Government 
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$1,200,000 each, while Fairchild was turn- | 


ing them out at $265,000 apiece. 

As a result, the remaining 88 Boxcars 
in the Kaiser order were given to Fair- 
child to build, and a new call issued for 
bids on the C-123. 

Willys, a Kaiser company, one of the 
four plants invited to submit bids for the 
C-123s, declined, and Fairchild, which 
asked to be included in the contract bid- 
ding, was awarded the production order. 

Under the new contract, Fairchild also 
will take over the tools and materials 
which Kaiser had procured in preparation 
for C-123 production. Although no official 
figures were issued, it was reported that 
the contract called for about 165 planes. 

Willard Landers, vice president and 
general mar.ager of the Fairchild Hagers- 
town plant said that the new contract 
probably would make it unncessary to 
layoff more personnel than the scheduled 
reduction in force from 10,000 to 9,400 by 
the end of the year. He said that produc- 
tion of the C-123 would begin early next 
Summer, too late to prevent the addi- 
tional layoffs this year. 





Factory Magazine Honors 


Fairchild’s Stratos Div. 


The rapid rise of Long Island as a man- 
ufacturing center was emphasized by 
speakers at a meeting held this week by 
the Long Island Association at the Stratos 
division of the Fairchild Engine and Air- 
plane Corp., to mark that firm’s accept- 
ance of a Factory Management Magazine 
award for sound factory planning and 
architecture. 

Mr. Mundy I. Peale, president of Re- 
public Aviation, estimated that 20 per 
cent of the approximately 1,000,000 people 
living in Nassau and Suffolk counties on 
Long Island are supported by the air- 
craft industry. About 62,000 people are 
employed by the five major aviation com- 
panies there, he said. 

Throughout the country, Mr. Peale de- 
clared, the aviation industry employs al- 
most 750,000 workers and ranks as the 
second largest employer of manufactur- 
ing workers in the nation. 
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Side-By-Side Trainer 
Undergoes Tests By Navy 


Ryan Aeronautical Company has con- 
verted its commercial Navion into a 
trainer plane which seats instructor and 
student side-by-side. 

The craft, known as Model 72, has been 
turned over to the Navy at Pensacola 
NAS, Fla., where several new types of 
training planes developed by different 
companies are being tested. 

Ryan says the side-by-side approach has 
several advantages over the conventional 
“fore-and-aft” seating arrangement.

Maj. Gen. Frank A. Heileman, USA- 
Ret., former Army Chief of Transporta- 
tion, and Rear Adm. Lawrence B. Rich- 
ardson, USN-Ret., former Deputy Chief 
of the Navy Bureau of Aeronautics, have 
joined the Board of Directors of Hiller 
Helicopters. 

As Transportation Chief from 1942 un- 
til his retirement in April of this year, 
General Heileman played a major part 
in reshaping the scope of the Transporta- 
tion Corps in future military tactics, in- 
cluding extensive adoption of airplanes 
and helicopters by ground forces. 

Admiral Richardson retired from ac- 
tive duty in 1946 after 25 years service. 
He was associated with Curtiss-Wright 
Corp. for two years, with Fairchild 
Engine and Airplane Corp. until the end 
of 1951, and subsequently with General 
Dynamics, in which he is now a senior 
vice president and director. He also is 
vice chairman of the board of directors 
of Canadair, Ltd., Montreal, and Convair. 


Airlift Seen As Vital Facts 


In Defense Operations 


The airlift has become an important 
factor in our military, economic and 
humanitarian concepts, but it faces ex- 
tinction unless granted greater recogni- 





| tion and support, L. R. Hackney, executive 





vice president of the Transport Air 
Group, Inc., declared recently. 

In an address before the Aero Club of 
Washington recently, Mr. Hackney, 
reviewing the role played by the airlift 
during the past eight years, said the 
necessity for true air mobility was demon- 
strated by the Berlin Airlift and the 
Pacific Airlifts. 

Mr. Hackney observed that top military 
strategists and logistics experts recog- 
nize that the United States still lacks 
adequate aerial pipe lines for the de- 
mands of combat units in modern war 
and that the existence of a large num- 
bers of cargo transports in economic 
commercial operations would greatly 
augment the mobility of the Armed 
Forces. Moreover, it would reduce the 
requirements for overseas stockpiles and 
other costly operations, he added. 

Mr. Hackney declared that while speed 
is the most obvious advantage of air 
transport, there are many others, not the 
least of which is economy. The spectacu- 
lar development of commerciai airfreight 
use among such highly competitive in- 
dustries as the garment industry is evi- 
dence of this, he said. 

With respect to civil defense, Hackney 
recalled “Operation Humanity,” which 
aided the flood stricken victims in Hol- 
land. This operation, he declared, was the 
greatest international airlift ever organ- 
ized to relieve human suffering. He em- 
phasized that in most human disasters, 
such as floods, blizzards and hurricanes, 
surface transportation usually is dis- 
rupted, but the skies generally permit 
aerial transportation. 

This also would be the case in the event 
of H-bomb or A-bomb attacks on our 
cities, he said, and the grave need for 
transporting medical supplies, food, doc- 
tors, nurses and emergency housing 
makes it imperative that “we have airlift 
if we are going to protect the citizens of 
our nation.” 

While airlift and airfreight carriers 
have by both war and peacetime achieve- 
ments won a place in defense, commerce 
and in human relief, carriers engaged in 





these operations are faced with slow 
elimination unless granted greater sup- 
port, Mr. Hackney declared. He said: 


‘“‘With the gradual phase-out of the Pacific 
Airlift and failure to receive decisions from 
the Civil Aeronautics on pending route appli- 
cations, we find this segment of the industry 
with no fields open to it.”’ 


Hackney made six specific recommenda- 
tions for an effective overall logistics system 
and civil airlift program. They were: (1) 
introduction of fixed route patterns awarded 
by contract, linking major military establish- 
ments by air for carriage of all military 
supplies which can most economically be 
transported by air; (2) creation and devel- 
opment of other key elements in the traffic 
system, such as revised methods of ware- 
housing, streamlining of inventories, im- 
proved material handling, and building of 
adequate freight terminal facilities; (3) 
appointment by the Administration of a Joint 
Civil-Military Study Group to assist in the 
development of the contract airlift and air- 
freight carrier: (4) introduction of a long- 
range educational and objective traffic man- 
agement policy by the Air Force: (5) ex- 
pediting of pending applications before the 
Civil Aeronautics Board for international all- 
freight certificates, some of which have been 
under consideration for more than six years; 
and (6) granting of permission to the airlift 
and airfreight carriers to compete in the 
carriage of first-class mail by air. 





Deliver ““Mentor” Trainer 


The first production model of the new 
Beechcraft T-34A “Mentor” trainer plane 
has been delivered to Edwards AFB, 
Calif., where it will be put through a 
series of operational suitability tests. 


The T-34A is an all-metal, low-wing 
eantilever monoplane with fully retract- 
able tricycle landing gear. It has a top 
speed of 189 miles per hour and a cruis- 
ing speed of 173 mph at 60 per cent power. 
Its service ceiling is 20,000 feet and its 
maximum range 975 miles. 

The AF has ordered a number of these 
trainers. Several will be tested at Ed- 
wards AFB and others will be shipped 
to various bases throughout the country. 


Col. Rockwell Returns to Bd. 


Col. Willard F. Rockwell, who has re- 
signed as Assistant to Secretary of De- 
fense Charles E. Wilson, has returned to 
his position as chairman of the board 
of directors of Rockwell Manufacturing 
Company. 

Colonel Rockwell's resignation to Mr. 
Wilson was submitted in mid-September 
after he had made his final report follow- 
ing a three-week tour of North Atlantic 
Treaty Organization member countries. 

The tour—his third for the Defense De- 
partment this year—was made for the 
purpose of inspecting principal sources 
of munitions supply for the NATO na- 
tions. Colonel Rockwell joined the De- 
fense Department last 1 April at the re- 
quest of President Eisenhower and Secre- 
tary Wilson. 

His task was to convert the Munitions 
Board into the new office of Assistant 
Secretary for Supply and Logistics—an 
assignment he completed by 1 July. 

Later, he was asked to make recom- 
mendations on the most economical and 
effective way to procure munitions for 
NATO forces.

New “Alert Hangars” For Jets 


; Two newly-designed alert hangars for 
jet fighter interceptor planes have been 
fabricated by the Luria Engineering Co., 
and are being constructed at two over- 
seas bases in Iceland and Tripoli. 

The massive four-pocket hangars each 
have eight especially-designed doors cap- 
able of opening in less than 30 seconds. 
This innovation enables jet fighter inter- 
ceptor planes to start their motors while 
still in the hangars, taxi out and be air- 
borne in not more than two minutes. 

The steel doors, which weigh five tons 
and are operated electrically, have an 
emergency manual crank for opening in 
90 seconds in event of power failure. 

In the center of the 310-foot hangar is 
a 29-foot wide, two-story alert-crew quar- 
ters and building. 








Close Textile Agency 


The activities of the Armed Services 
Textile and Apparel Procurement 
Agency will be terminated 31 October 
and most of its functions taken over by 
individual Army, Navy and Marine Corps 
agencies. 

The new agencies, whose activities 
will be coordinated by the Assistant 
Secretary of the Army for Materiel, will 
procure all textiles, clothing, footwear 
and similar items except canvas, duck 
and webbing.

While the 
members have consistently endeavored to 
eliminate construction items not of an es- 
sential nature, it is felt that personnel sta- 
tioned in remote areas overseas should have 
facilities for on-base recreation in those in- 
stances where such facilities are not lo- 
cated within reasonable distances from the 
base. Subcommittee members suggest that 
appropriate officials should give careful 
consideration to an expanded program of 
constructing recreational facilities, such as 
swimming pools in North Africa, by troop 
labor with materials purchased from mainte- 
nance and operation funds.”’
